The  four  judges 

dTnite  imd*^Q^  ^'  ^*^^  circuit  shall  have  equal  and  codrdinate  powers  and  duties, 

joarrent.  but  when  sitting  together  a  concurrence  of  three  shall  be  sufficient : 

Provided,  That  when  the  four  judges  are  sitting  together  and  there 

shall  be  an  equal  division  of  the  court  respecting  any  question 

pending  in  said  court,  the  opinion  thereon  of  the  presiding  judge 
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shall  be  reoeived  as  the  determination  of  the  court,  and  the  proper 
order,  jadgment,  or  decree  in  accordance  with  such  opinion,  shall 
be  entered  thereon,  and  snch  order,  judgment  or  decree  shall  have 
the  same  effect  as  though  the  same  had  been  concurred  in  by  all 
the  members  of  said  court.

AN  ACT  to  prohibit  the  maintenance  of  saloons  or  other  places  of 
entertainment  in  which  intoxicating  liquors  are  sold,  and  to  pro- 
hibit the  sale  or  giving  away  of  intoxicating  liquors  within  one 
mile  of  the  Soldiers'  Home. 

Section  1.  The  People  of  the  State  of  Michigan  enacts  That  it 
shall  not  be  lawful  to  establish  or  maintain  a  saloon  or  other  place 
of  entertainment  in  which  intoxicating  liquors  are  sold,  or  kept  for 
sale,  nor  to  give  away,  or  dispose  of  any  such  liquors,  within  one 
mile  of  the  home  for  disabled  soldiers,  sailors  and  marines  estab- 
lished by  this  State. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person,  directly  or  indirect- 
ly,  by  himself,  his  clerk,  agent,  or  servant,  at  any  time,  to  sell, 
furnish,  give  or  deliver,  any  spirituous,  malt,  brewed,  fermented  or 
vinous  liquors,  or  any  mixed  liquors,  a  part  of  which  is  spirituous, 
malt,  brewed,  fermented  or  vinous,  to  a  soldier,  sailor  or  marine, 
who  is  an  inmate  or  an  employ6  of  the  Soldiers'  Home,  within  one 
mile  of  said  Soldiers'  Home,  unless  prescribed  and  furnished  by  the 
authorities  of  said  Soldiers'  Home. 

Sec.  3.  If  any  person  shall  by  himself,  clerk,  agent  or  servant, 
violate  any  of  the  provisions  of  the  foregoing  section,  he  shall  be 
deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  thereof  shall 
be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  twenty-five  dollars,  nor  more 
than  one  hundred  dollars  and  the  cost  of  prosecution,  and  impris- 
oned in  the  county  jail  not  less  than  ten  days,  nor  more  than  sixty 
days,  in  the  discretion  of  the  court,  and  in  such  case,  if  such  fine  and 
cost  shall  not  be  paid  at  the  time  such  imprisonment  expires,  the 
person  serving  such  sentence  shall  be  further  detained  in  jail  until 
such  fine  and  costs  are  fully  paid:  Provided,  That  in  no  case  the 
whole  term  of  imprisonment  shall  exceed  ninety  days. 

Sec.  4.  Each  violation  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall 
be  construed  to  constitute  a  separate  and  complete  offense,  and 
for  each  violation  on  the  same  day  or  on  different  days,  the  per- 
son or  persons  so  violating  shall  be  liable  to  the  forfeiture  and 
penalties  herein  provided.

Sec.  17.  Upon  a  jury  being  demanded  by  either  party,  the

the  amount  produced  by  the  sale  shall  belong  and  be  paid  to  the 
fund  for  paying  the  compensation  awarded  for  the  property  taken, 
and  the  common  council,  board  of  trustees,  or  board  of  superyis- 
ors shall  cause  such  amount  to  be  credited  and  applied  in  reduc- 
tion pro  rata  of  the  assessment  and  apportionment  made  to  pay 
for  the  property  taken.

That  Five  or  more 
whenever  any  number  of  persons,  not  less  than  five,  may  desire  SJ^JIt"*' '"' 
to  become  incorporated  as  a  mutual  building  and  loan  association, 
for  the  purpose  of  building  and  improving  homesteads  and  loan- 
ing money  to  the  members  thereof  only,  they  shall  make  a  state- 
ment to  that  effect,  under  their  hands  and  seals,  duly  acknowl- 
edged before  some  officer,  in  the  manner  provided  for  the  ac- 
knowledgment of  deeds.     Such  statement  shall  set  forth  the  name  wnat  statement 
of  the  proposed  corporation,  its  capital  stock,  its  location,  and  the  ^^^^  ■•^  '<*'"»• 
duration  of  the  corporation,  which  shall  not  exceed  thirty  ^ears; 
which  statement  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  Secretary  of  State. 
The  Sepretary  of  State  shall  thereupon  authorize  such  persons  to  Authority  of,  to 
open  books  for  subscription  to  the  capital  stock  of  said  corpora-  ^^^  ***^^«  ****• 
tion  at  such  time  and  place  as  they  may  determine;   but  shall  not 
authorize  two  corporations  having  the  same  name.

ing the  banks  or  shores  of  such  waters  thereof,  shall  have  a  lien  on  Lien  on  iog8« 
such  logs,  timber,  lumber,  cedar  poles  or  other  forest  products  for  •**^* 
his  or  their  reasonable  charges  and  expenses  for  breaking  such 
jams  and  for  running  and  driving  logs,  timber,  lumber,  cedar 
poles  and  other  forest  products,  and  for  clearing  the  banks  or 
shores  of  such  waters  of  the  same,  and  shall  be  entitled  to  take* 
and  retain  possession  of  such  logs,  timber,  lumber,  cedar  poles  or

AN  ACT  to  authorize  the  incorporation  of  suburban  homestead, 
villa  park  and  summer  resort  associations. 

Section  1.  The  People  of  the  State  of  Michigan  enacts  That 
any  number  of  persons,  not  less  than  five,  who  shall  desire  to 
form  an  association  for  the  purp  »8e  of  purchasing,  holding, 
improving  and  disposing  of  lands  or  lots  for  suburban  home- 
steads  or  residences,  or  for  a  villa  park  or  summer  resort,  may  meet 
at  such  time  and  place  as  they,  or  a  majority  of  them,  may  agree, 
and  appoint  a  chairman  and  secretary  by  vote  of  a  majority  of 
the  persons  present  at  the  meeting,  and  proceed  to  form  an  asso- 
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ciacion  by  detenu ining  on  a  corporate  name  by  which  the  asso- 
ciation shall  be  known,  and  the  period  for  which  it  is  incorpo- 
rated, not  exceeding  thirty  years,  the  number  of  trustees  to  man- 
age the  concerns  of  the  association,  which  number  shall  not  be 
less  than  three  nor  more  than  thirteen,  and  the  day  in  each  year 
apoa  which  the  future  annual  elections  of  trustees  shall  be  held, 
and  thereupon  may  proceed  to  elect  by  ballot  the  number  of 
crastees  so  determined  upon,  and  the  trustees  so  elected  shall  hold 
their  offices  for  one  year,  and  until  their  successors  are  elected  and 
qaalified.

When  a  [the]  certificate  shall  have  been  recorded  and  filed  wbcn  »8ioci»- 
as  aforesaid,  the  association  mentioned  therein  shall  be  deemed  con>ontte£ 
legally  incorporated  and  shall  have  and  possess  the  general  powers 
and  privileges,  and  be  subject  to  the  liabilities  of  a  corporation.

^  Second,  Distinctly  the  purpose  for  which  the  corporation  is 
formed ;

Fourth,  The  names  of  the  stockholders,  their  respective  resi- 
dences, and  the  number  of  shares  held  by  each  ;

The  People ^of  the  State  of  Michigan  enact,  That  JS2JJi"^ 
section  ten  of  act  number  two  hundred  and  six  of  the  session 
laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-seven,  entitled  ''An  act  to 
authorize  the  incorporation  of  cooperative  savings  associations," 
approved  May  twenty-six,  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-seven, 
being  compiler's  section  number  three  thousand  nine  hundred 
and  seventy  of  Howell's  Annotated  Statutes,  be  and  the  same  is 
hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows :

The  People  of  the  State  of  Michigan  enact,  That 
any  hundred  or  more  persons  who  shall  be  qualified  pharmacists 
within  the  meaning  of  act  number  one  hundred  and  thirty-four  of 
the  session  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-&ve,  or  who  shall 
have  received  the  diploma  or  degree  of  any  school  of  pharmacy 
legally  empowered  to  confer  such  diploma  or  degree,  who  may 
desire  to  become  incorporated  for  the  purposes  set  forth  in  the  title 
of  this  bill,  may  execute  under  their  hands  and  acknowledge 
before  some  person  within  this  State  authorized  to  take  acknowl- 
edgments of  deeds,  articles  of  agreement,  which  articles,  as  here- 
inafter specified,  shall  be  filed  and  recorded  in  the  office  of  the 
Secretary  of  State,  and  upon  the  execution  and  acknowledgment 
of  such  articles  the  signers  thereof,  and  those  who  may  thereafter 
become  associated  with  them,  shall  become  a  body  politic  and 
corporate  for  the  purposes  set  forth  in  said  articles. 

Sec.  2.  The  articles  of  such  association  shall  contain : 

First,  The  names  and  residences  of  the  persons  associating  in 
the  first  instance ; 

Second,  The  name  of  such  corportion  and  the  period  for  which 
it  is  incorporated,  not  exceeding  thirty  yeaxs; 

Third,  The  object  for  which  it  is  incorporated ; 

Fourth,  The  number,  names  and  duties  of  its  regular  officers ; 

Fifth,  The  terms  and  conditions  of  membership  therein  :  Pro- 
vided, That  the  terms  and  conditions  of  membership  in  such 
association  after  the  incorporation  thereof  shall  at  all  times  con- 
form to  and  be  governed  by  the  laws  of  this  State,  if  any  there 
may  be  regulating  the  practice  of  pharmacy. 

Sec.  3.  The  affairs  ol  such  corporation  shall  be  managed  by  an 
executive  committee  and  officers  of  the  association,  to  be  chosen 
for  such  period  and  in  such  manner  as  the  by-laws  of  such  associ- 
ation shall  provide,  and  who  shall  hold  their  offices  until  their 
successors  are  chosen  and  qualified.  All  members  of  such  corpo- 
ration, except  honorary  members,  shall  be  residents  of  the 
State  of  Michigan. 

Sec.  4.  The  corporation  so  formed  may  sue  or  be  sued,  take 
by  gift,  purchase  or  devise  property  exclusive  of  that  actually 
used  and  necessary  for  the  transaction  of  its  business,  to  an  amount 
not  exceeding  ten  thousand  dollars ;  and  may  invest  or  manage 
the  same  in  the  interests  of  said  association.

Howard,  in  Cass  county,  for  the  term  of  eight  years  from  the 
passage  of  this  act,  with  the  spear,  net,  or  grab  hook,  or  any  kind 
of  firearms  or  explosive  material  or  other  device  except  the  hook 
and  line. 

Ssa  2.     An  person  violating  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall,  on  panishment  for 
the  conviction  thereof,  be  liable  to  a  fine  of  not  less  than  ten  dol-  ^***^***"«- 
lars,  or  imprisonment  in  the  county  jail  not  less  than  ten  days,  or 
both  such  fine  and  imprisonment,  in  the  discretion  of  the  court.

at  Ionia  or  the  Detroit  house  of  correction,  instead  of  the  State 
prison^  and  every  such  person  so  sentenced  shall  be  received  into 
the  said  house  of  correction,  and  shall  be  kept  and  employed 
therein  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  law,  and  shall  be  subject  to 
the  rules  and  discipline  of  said  house  of  correction  :     Provided^  proyiao. 
That  no  charge  against  any  county  nor  the  State  shall  be  allowed 
tor  the  maintenance  of  persons  sentenced  to  said  Detroit  house 
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of  correction  :  And  provided  further,  That  on  the  discharge  of 
prisoners  at  the  expiration  of  their  terms  of  imprisonment  in 
said  Detroit  house  of  correction  they  shall  be  returned  to  their 
homes  in  the  State^  if  known^  at  the  expense  of  the  Detroit  house 
of  correction.  .

The  People  of  the  State  of  Michigan  enact,  That 
an/  person  who  shall  willfully  wear  the  badge  of  the  Grand  Army 
of  the  Republic,  or  the  badge  of  the  military  order  of  the  Loyal 
Legion  of  the  United  States,  or  who  shall  use  or  wear  the  same 
to  obtain  aid  or  assistance  thereby  within  this  State,  unless  he 
shall  be  entitled  to  use  or  wear  the  same  under  the  rules  and 
regulations  of  the  Department  of  Michigan  Grand  Army  of  the 
Republic,  and  the  Michigan  commandery  of  the  military  order  of 
the  Loyal  Legion  of  the  United  States,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misde- 
meanor, and  upon  conviction  shall  be  punished  by  imprisonment 
for  a  term  not  to  exceed  thirty  days  in  the  county  jail,  or  a  fine 
not  to  exceed  twenty  dollars,  or  by  both  such  fine  or  imprisonment, 
in  the  discretion  of  the  court.

The  People  of  the  State  of  Michigan  enacts  That 
that  there  is  hereby  appropriated  to  the  Pioneer  Society  of  the- 
State  of  Michigan,  from  the  general  fund,  the  sum  of  one  thousand 
dollars,  as  follows :  The  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars  for  the  year 
eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-seven,  and  the  sum  of  five  hundred 
dollars  for  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-eight,  which  said 
sums  of  money  shall  be  expended  by  said  Pioneer  Society  in  col- 
lecting, arranging  and  preserving  a  library  of  books,  pamphlets, 
maps,  charts,  manuscripts,  papers,  paintings,  statuary  and  other 
materials  illustrative  of  and  relating  to  the  history  of  Michigan ;. 
to  rescue  from  oblivion  the  memory  of  its  early  pioneers ;  to  pro- 
cure and  preserve  narratives  of  their  early  exploits,  perils, 
privations,  hardy  adventures  and  noble  achievements ;  to  collect 
material  of  every  description  relative  to  the  history,  genius, 
progress  or  decay  of  our  Indian  tribes ;  to  exhibit  faithfully  the 
past  and  the  present  resources  of  Michigan;  but  no  part  of  suck 
annual  appropriation  shall  ever  be  paid  for  any  service  rendered 
by  its  officers  to  the  society  while  in  the  discharge  of  their  official 
duties. 

SEa  2.    There  is  hereby  further  appropriated  to  said  Pioneer 
Society  from  the  general  fund  the  sum  of  four  thousand  dollars, 
as  follows :    The  sum  of  two  thousand  dollars  for  the  year  eighteen

Sbg.  3.  Five  hundred  copies  of  each  volume  published,  as  here- 
tofore in  this  act  provided  for,  shall  be  deposited  in  the  State 
library  of  Michigan  for  exchange  with  the  pioneer  and  historical 
societies  of  domestic  and  foreign  States  and  Governments ;  and  the 
officers  of  said  Pioneer  Society  shall  make  a  further  distribution  of 
one  copy  of  each  of  said  volumes  to  each  of  the  duly  and  legally 
incorporated  public  libraries  in  the  State  of  Michigan  when  author- 
itatively and  officially  requested  so  to  do  by  the  legally  elected 
officers  or  other  legally  constituted  managers  of  said  public  libraries,.

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AN  ACT  to  provide  for  the  incorporation  of  Lodges  of  the  Ancient 

Order  of  United  Workmen. 

SicnOK  1.  The  People  of  the  State  of  Michigan  enact,  That 
grand  lodges  and  subordinate  lodfi^es  of  the  Ancient  Order  of 
United  Workmen  of  the  State  of  Michigan  may  be  incorporated 
in  pursuance  of  the  provisions  of  this  act 

Sec.  2.  Any  ten  or  more  persons,  residents  of  this  State,  being 
members  of  a  grand  lodge  of  the  Ancient  Order  of  United  Work- 
men of  the  State  of  Michigan,  that  has  been  duly  chartered  by 
the  supreme  lodge  of  the  said  order,  and  including  in  their  number 
the  grand  master  workman,  the  grand  recorder  and  the  grand 
receiver  of  said  grand  lodge,  desiring  to  become  incorporated,  may 
make  and  sign  articles  of  association,  setting  forth  their  names, 
official  titles,  and  place  of  residence,  the  corporate  name  by  which 
the  association  shall  be  known  in  the  law,  the  place  of  its  busi- 
ness office,  the  period  for  which  it  is  incorporated,  not  exceeding 
thirty  years,  and  the  purposes  of  the  association,  which  shall  be 
to  promote  the  general  welfare  of  the  fraternity  known  as  the 
Ancient  Order  of  United  Workmen,  to  improve  the  mental, 
moral  and  social  condition  of  the  members  of  said  fraternity,  and 
to  provide  for  the  relief  of  the  families  and  heirs  of  deceased 
members  of  the  said  fraternity. 

Sec.  3.  Such  articles  of  association  shall  be  acknowledged 
before  a  notary  public,  and  a  copy  thereof  shall  be  filed  with  the 
Secretary  of  State,  and  thereupon  the  persons  who  shall  have 
signed  such  articles  of  association,  their  associates  and  successors. 
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ahall  be  a  body  politic  and  corporate  by  the  name  expressed  in  Body  eorporate.

or  of  any  other  grand  lodge,  or  of  the  supreme  lodge  of  the  said 
order,  said  grand  lodge  may  afford  aid  from  its  relief  fund,  or 
may  itself  receive  aid,  as  the  case  may  require ;  and  to  levy  assess-  AMewmanu. 
ments  upon  the  members  of  subordinate  lodges  for  the  purpose 
of  raising  the  beneficiary,  relief,  general  or  other  funds,  and  of 
carrying  out  such  arrangements  with  the  supreme  lodge  or  with 
the  supreme  lodge  relief  board  :  Provided,  That  nothing  in  this  ptotim.

AN  ACT  in  relation  to  jurors  in  courts  of  record  in  the  county  of 
Wayne,  and  to  revise  the  laws  relative  thereto. 

Sbctiok  1.  The  People  of  the  State  of  Michigan  enact,  There 
shall  be  a  board  of  jury  commissioners  for  Wayne  county,  consist- 
ing of  eleven  qualified  electors,  who  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
Governor  with  the  consent  of  the  Senftte.  Eight  members  of 
said  board  shall  be  residents  of  the  city  of  Detroit,  the  other 
members  shall  reside  outside  of  the  limits  of  the  city  and  in 
different  towns.  Appointments  to  fill  vacancies  that  may  occur 
may  be  made  by  the  Governor  when  the  Legislature  is  not  in  ses- 
sion, and  the  person  or  persons  so  appointed  shall,  unless  their 
time  sooner  expires,  hold  their  office  until  the  close  of  the  next 
session  of  the  Legislature  next  following  such  appointment. 
The  official  terms  of  said  commissioners  shall  commence  on  the 
first  day  of  April,  and  they  shall  hold  office  for  the  term  of  six 
years:  Provided,  That  the  jury  commissioners  of  said  county 
now  in  office,  appointed  in  pursuance  of  an  act  relative  to  jurors 
of  courts  of  record  in  the  city  of  Detroit  and  county  of  Wayne, 
approved  May  twenty,  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-one,  shall 
continue  in  office  as  members  of  the  said  board  of  jury  commis- 
sioners under  this  act,  and  the  five  additional  commissioners  shall 
be  appointed  after  this  act  shall  take  effect — one  to  be  appointed 
for  two  years,  two  for  four  years,  and  two  for  six  years,  but  their 
terms  shall  date  from  April  one,  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty- 
seven.  Said  commissioners,  before  entering  upon  the  discharge 
of  their  duties,  shall  take  and  subscribe  the  oath  of  office  pre- 
scribed by  the  constitution  and  file  the  same  in  the  office  of  the 
county  clerk.

which  it  is  made  for  the  then  ensuing  year,  which  certificate  shall 
be  subscribed  by  said  commissioners,  or  a  majority  of  them,  and 
shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  court  for  which 
said  list  shall  be  made.    If  in  the  judgment  of  said  board  any  of 
the  persons  whose  names  are  confined  in  the  list  returned  by 
«aid  commissioners,  respectively,  are  not  suitable  to  serve  as 
jurors,  or  if  they  are  exempt  or  not  qualified,  such  names  shall  be 
omitted  from  the  lists  required  by  this  section  to  be  made  by  said 
board,  and  in  place  of  the  names  so  omittM,  said  board  shall 
select  and  include  in  said  list  made  by  the  board,  names  of  suit- 
able and  eligible  persons  sufficient  in  number  to  complete  said 
list,  and  if  any  of  said  commissioners  shall  neglect  to  return  the 
list  of  names  as  aforesaid,  for  his  district  as  aforesaid,  said  board 
shall  select  and  return  in  the  lists  to  be  made  by  them,  names  of 
suitable  and  eligible  persons  sufficient  to  complete  the  same. 
Such  [said]  list  shall  state  the  township  and  ward  in  which  the  per-  ^hat  iist  to 
sons  returned  respectively  lire  resident,  and  if  they  reside  in  the  "^*®« 
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city  of  Detroit^  shall  state  the  place  of  residence  by  reference  to 
street  and  house  number.  The  name  of  a  commissioner  shall  not  be 
returned  in  said  lists. 

Sec.  5.  The  persons  whose  names  shall  be  returned  by  said 
board  of  jury  commissioners  shall  be  suitable  to  serve  as  jurors. 
They  shall  have  the  qualifications  of  electors  in  the  town  or  ward 
in  which  they  reside^  and  for  which  they  are  returned  by  said 
board ;  they  shall  be  persons  of  good  character^  of  approved  in- 
tegrity^ of  sound  judgment  and  well  informed^  conversant  with 
the  English  language,  in  possession  of  their  natural  faculties^  not 
infirm  or  decrepid^  and  otherwise  free  from  all  legal  exceptions. 
No  person  shall  be  returned  or  shall  be  qualified  to  be  or  become 
one  of  a  panel  of  jurors  in  any  court  of  record  in  Wayne  county 
who,  within  one  year  prior  thereto,  has  been  or  acted  as  a  member 
of  a  panel  of  jurors,  whether  summoned  on  the  original  panel  or 
added  thereto  as  talesman,  in  the  same  court ;  and  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  each  of  said  courts  on  the  return  day  of  the  venire  t(y 
inquire  of  the  jurors  summoned  if  any  of  them  have  served  as 
jurors  during  the  preceding  year,  and  to  excuse  from  service  any^ 
jurors  who  have  so  served. 

Sec.  6.  There  shall  be  returned  each  year  by  the  said  board  to 
serve  as  jurors  in  the  circuit  court  of  said  county  the  names  of 
three  hundred  persons,  and  as  petit  jurors  in  the  recorder's  court 
of  the  city  of  Detroit  the  names  of  six  hundred  persons ;  but 
either  of  said  courts  may  direct  a  different  number  of  persons  to 
be  returned  by  said  board  by  an  order  to  be  entered  on  its  jour- 
nal, a  copy  of  which  order,  certified  by  its  clerk,  shall  be 
delivered  to  the  secretary  or  president  of  such  board  at  least 
thirty  days  prior  to  said  second  Monday  in  May,  and  said  board 
shall  thereupon  return  for  said  court  the  number  of  names  men- 
tioned in  said  order.

Sec.  8.  Before  depositing  in  said  jury  box  the  names  contained 
in  any  new  list,  the  ballots  deposited  therein  for  the  preceding 
year  shall  be  taken  out  and  destroyed,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  presiding  judge  of  the  court  to  attend  and  be  present  with 
the  clerk,  when  the  ballots  containing  the  names  of  persons  to 
serve  as  jurors,  are  deposited  in  said  jury  box  or  taken  out  to  be 
destroyed. 

Sec.  9.  At  least  fourteen  days  before  any  term  of  said  court,

If,  after 
drawing  the  whole  number  required,  the  name  of  any  person 
shall  appear  to  have  been  drawn  who  is  insane  or  dead,  or  has 
removed  from  the  jurisdiction  of  the  court,  or  is  otherwise  in-

seven  north,  range  eleven  west,  and  also  all  that  portion  of  the 
northeast  quarter  of  the  southeast  quarter  of  the  above  section 
lying  north  of  Newaygo  and  Northport  State  road,  all  in  the 
same  town  and  range,  and  all  in  the  county  of  Grand  Traverse  in 
this  State.

Any  person  violating  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be 
deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  thereof 
shall  be  fined  a  sum  not  exceeding  fifty  and  not  less  than  ten  dol- 
lars, or  by  imprisonment  in  the  county  jail  not  more  than  thirty 
nor  less  than  ten  days,  or  by  both  fine  and  imprisonment,  at  the 
discretion  of  the  court.  If  any  company  or  corporation  shall  vio- 
late any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act  such  company  or  corporation 
shall  for  each  violation  forfeit  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars,  to  be  re- 
covered in  an  action  of  debt  in  any  court  of  competent  jurisdic- 
tion.

Sec.  3.  A  copy  of  said  articles  of  association,  together  with  a 
copy  of  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Re- 
public, shall  be  filed  with  the  Secretary  of  State,  and  thereupon 
the  persons  who  shall  have  signed  such  articles  of  association, 
their  associates  and  successors  shall  be  a  body  politic  and  corpo- 
rate by  the  name  expressed  in  such  articles  of  association,  and  by 
that  name  they  and  their  successors  shall  have  succession,  and 
shall  be  persons  in  law  capable  to  purchase,  take,  receive,  hold, 
and  enjoy  to  them  and  their  successors  estates,  real  and  personal, 
of  suing  and  being  sued,  and  to  have  a  common  seal  which  may 
be  altered  or  changed  at  pleasure :  Provided,  That  the  value  of 
real  and  personal  estate  shall  not  exceed  the  value  of  one  hundred 
thousand  dollars,  and  that  they  and  their  successors  shall  have 
power  to  give,  grant,  sell,  lease,  demise  and  dispose  of  said  real 
and  personal  estate,  or  part  thereof,  at  their  will  and  pleasure, 
and  the  proceeds,  rents  and  incomes,  to  be  disposed  of  as  directed 
by  the  department  at  its  annual  meeting.  Said  corporation 
shall  have  full  power  to  make  and  establish  rules  and  by-laws  for 
regulating  and  governing  all  the  affairs  and  business  of  said  cor- 
poration, not  repugnant  to  the  constitution  and  laws  of  thia 
State  or  the  United  States,  and  to  designate,  elect,  or  appoint, 
from  its  members  such  officers  under  such  name  and  style*  as 
shall  be  in  accordance  with  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the 
Grand  Army  of  the  Republic. 

Sec.  7.  Any  corporation  formed  in  pursuance  of  this  act  may 
erect  and  own  such  suitable  edifice,  building  or  hall  as  to  such 
corporation  shall  seem  proper,  with  convenient  means  for  meet- 
ing, and  for  that  purpose  may  create  a  capital  stock  of  not  more 
than  one  hundred  thousand  dollars,  to  be  divided  into  shares  of 
not  more  than  ten  dollars  each  ;  and  any  such  corporation  may 
make,  take,  purchase,  hold,  and  own  suitable  lots  or  parcels  of 
ground  as  may  be  convenient  for  the  purpose  of  a  cemetery,  and 
make  all  lai^ul  rules  and  regulations  for  the  disposition  of 
lots  and  the  burial  of  the  dead  therein  as  to  such  corporation 
may  aeem  proper:  Provided,  This  act  shall  not  be  construed  to 
affect  any  municipal  regulation  in  regard  to  cemeteries. 

This  act  is  ordered  to  take  immediate  effect.

(§1325.)  Section  1.  The  highways  in  this  State  shall  be  opened.  Highways,  how 
improved,  and  maintained  by  the  labor  of  the  inhabitants  residing  f^®^*  "^* 
in  and  by  assessments  upon  the  property  situated  within  the  sev- 
eral townships,  and  for  the  more  convenient  expenditure  of  such 
labor  and  for  making  such  assessments  the  commissioner  of  high- 
ways in  each  township  shall  divide  his  township,  excluding  inc  >r- 
porated  villages,  into  so  many  road  districts  as  he  may  judge  con- 
venient, and  may  vacate,  alter,  divide,  or  consolidate  such  dis- 
tricts, his  action  in  all  such  cases  to  be  entered  of  record  in  the 
township  clerk's  ofiice,  but  no  such  division  shal>  be  made  within 
five  days  next  preceding  the  annual  township  meeting :  Provided,  Ttoftm. 
That  when  a  period  of  fifteen  years  or  more  shall  have  elapsed 
after  the  organization  of  any  township  the  power  of  the  commis- 
sioner of  such  township  to  vacate,  alter,  divide,  or  consolidate 
road  districts  shall  be  exercised  only  with  the  sanction  and  ap- 
proval of  the  township  board.  All  road  districts  as  at  present  es- 
tablished shall  remain  and  continue  until  changed  pursuant  to 
the  provisions  of  this  act. 

(§1384.)  Sec.  6.  The  board  of  supervisors  of  any  county  may  whenuxmaj 
cause  to  be  raised  and  levied  upon  the  taxable  property  of  the  JJanty***  **"" 
county  a  sum  not  exceeding  one  thousand  dollars  in  any  one  year, 
to  be  apportioned  among  the  several  cities  and  townships  of  the 
county  in  proportion  to  the  amounts  raised  in  such  cities  or  town- 
ships, for  bridge  purposes,  in  excess  of  three  hundred  dollars,  and 
such  moneys  when  collected  shall  be  paid  to  the  treasurer  of  the 
township  or  townships  where  the  same  are  to  be  expended,  and 
applied  by  the  commissioner  of  highways  of  such  township  to  the 
purposes  for  which  the  same  was  raised.

SBCTioisr  1.  The  People  of  the  State  of  Michigan  enact,  That 
section  one  of  act  number  forty- three  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hun- 
dred and  seventy-three,  the  same  being  compiler's  section  nine 
thousand  one  hundred  and  eighty-eight  of  Howell's  Annotated 
Statutes,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  fol- 
lows: 

(§9188.)  Sec.  1.  Any  person  who  shall  fraudulently  embezzle, 
remove,  conceal  or  dispose  of  any  goods  or  chattels,  mortgaged, 
leased  or  let  to  him  by  any  mortgage,  written  lease,  or  other  in- 
strument in  writing,  intended  to  operate  as  a  mortgage  or  lease, 
or  any  personal  property  of  another  in  his  possession  under  a 
mortgage  or  contract  of  purchase  not  yet  fulfilled,  and  any  per- 
son in  possession  of  such  goods  or  chattels,  knowing  them  to  be 
subject  to  such  lease,  contract  of  purchase  or  mortgage,  who  shall 
so  embezzle,  remove,  conceal  or  dispose  of  the  same,  with  the 
intent  to  injure  or  defraud  the  lessor,  mortgagee,  or  owner  there- 
of, which  shall  be  of  the  value  of  twenty-five  dollars  or  more, 
shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  felony,  and  shall  upon  conviction 
thereof  be  punished  by  imprisonment  in  the  State  Prison  not 
more  than  two  years,  or  by  fine  not  more  than  two  hundred  and 
fifty  dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  county  jail  not  more 
than  six  months.  *  If  the  property  embezzled,  removed,  concealed 
or  disposed  of,  as  aforesaid,  shall  not  be  of  the  value  of  twenty- 
five  dollars,  the  person  thus  offending  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of 
a  misdemeanor,  and  be  punished  by  a  fine  not  exceeding  one  hun- 
dred dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  county  jail  not  exceeding 
three  months,  or  both,  in  the  discretion  of  the  court.

Sec.  4.  When  such  special  drain  commissioners  shall  have  been.

AN  ACT  to  provide  for  the  care  and  maintenance  of  indigent  in- 
sane persons  in  private  asylums  within  the  State. 

Section  1.     The  People  of  the  State  of  Michigan  enact,  That  indigent  insane 
whenever  the  State  asylams  for  the  insane  have  the  number  of  a^*^ainte? 
patients  for  which  the  asylums  were  constructed,  or  whenever  *°^®  <»'• 
they  are  unable  to  receive  any  patients  on  account  of  lack  of 
room,  the  judge  of  probate,  upon  the  application  of  the  county 
superintendents  of  the  poor  of  the  county  to  which  a  patient 
may  be  chargeable,  after  such  proceedings  as  are  specified  in  par- 
agraph number  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  one  of  Howell's 
Annotated  Statutes  of  Michigan,  shall  be  authorized  to  issue  a 
certificate  of  admission  to  any  private  asylum  duly  chartered  in 
this  State. 

Sec.  2.  The  county  superintendents  of  the  poor  are  hereby  county  snperin. 
authorized  to  contract  for  the  care  and  maintenance  of  such  in-  mlj^wnulct^^ 
sane  persons,  and  such  persons  shall  be  entitled  to  as  good  care  for  care,  etc.of. 
as  that  bestowed  on  patients  in  State  asylums. 

Sec.  3.  Such  patients  shall  be  county  charges  for  two  years,  at  patients shaii  be 
the  expiration  of  «irhich  time  they  shall  become  State  charges.    If  tor^o^jeln. 
the  State  asylums  are  prepared  to  receive  them  at  the  expiration 
of  said  two  years,  said  patients  shall  then  be  removed  to  the  State 
asylum,  but  if  not,  they  shall  be  cared  for  as  State  patients  in 
the  private  asylum  in  which  they  are  at  that  time :     Provided,  proviso. 
Such  patients  may  be  removed  to  the  State  asylums  at  any  time 
after  the  expiration  of  two  years,  or  whenever  the  State  asylums 
are  prepared  to  receive  them.

Section  1.  The  People  of  the  State  of  Michigan  enact ,  That 
John  Owens^  Porter  H.  McGhan  and  John  Jackson,  of  the  county 
of  iN'ewaygo^  be  and  they  are  hereby  appointed  commissioners  to 
lay  out  and  establish  a  State  road^  said  road  to  be  known  as  the 
Denver  and  Diamond  Lake  State  road.  Said  road  to  be  four  rods 
in  width  and  to  commence  at  the  comer  post  of  the  southwest 
corner  of  section  ten  in  town  fourteen  north,  of  range  fourteen 
west,  thence  east  on  the  section  lines  to  the  comer  post  of  the 
southwest  corner  of  section  ten  in  town  fourteen  north,  of  range 
thirteen  west,  thence  north  to  the  corner  poet  of  the  northwest 
corner  of  said  section  ten,  in  said  town  fourteen  north,  of  range 
thirteen  west,  thence  east  on  section  lines  to  the  quarter  post 
between  sections  one  and  twelve  in  said  town  fourteen  north,  of 
range  thirteen  west,  intersecting  the  road  running  between  Pork 
City  and  Diamond  Lake,  along  such  route  as  said  commissioners 
shall  determine  upon  to  connect  with  said  Pork  City  and  Dia- 
mond Lake  road. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  commission,  within  three 
months  after  this  act  shall  take  effect,  to  lay  out  and  establish 
said  road  and  cause  the  same  to  be  surveyed  and  have  the  survey 
thereof  filed  with  each  of  the  township  clerks  of  the  townships 
through  which  said  road  shall  pass,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
said  township  clerks  to  record  the  same,  and  such  record  shall  be 
prima  facie  evidence  of  the  existence  of  said  road. 

Sec.  3.  The  right  of  way  for  said  road  through  any  lands 
belonging  to  the  State  is  hereby  granted  and  confirmed  to  the 
county  of  Newaygo,  where  said  lands  may  be  situated.  And  in 
all  cases  where  damages  may  be  claimed  by  reason  of  laying  out 
and  establishing  said  road  the  same  proceedings  shall  be  had 
thereon  as  may  be  required  by  law  for  the  assessment  of  damages 
in  cases  of  highways  laid  out  by  a  highway  commissioner,  and  the 
commissioners  herein  named  are  hereby  granted  the  same  powers 
and  are  hereby  required  to  perform  the  same  duties  that  a  high- 
way commissioner  has  and  is  required  to  perform  in  obtaining 
the  right  of  way  for  a  highway. 

Sec.  4.  For  the  purpose  of  constructing  and  improving  said 
road  there  is  hereby  appropriated  one-half  section  of  State 
swamp  land  per  mile  of  said  road,  said  State  swamp  land  to  be 
selected  from  any  vacant  swamp  land  in  the  Lower  Peninsula  of 
this  State  in  market,  and  to  be  expended  by  the  board  of  control 
of  State  swamp  lands  under  the  provisions  of  act  number  one 
hundred  and  seventeen  of  the  public  acts  of  eighteen  hundred  and 
fifty-nine  and  the  acts  amendatory  thereto,  except  as  herein  other- 
wise provided.

That 
any  number  of  persons,  not  less  than  seven,  who  shall  be  citizens 
of  this  State,  desiring  to  become  a  body  corporate  for  the  pur- 
pose of  carrying  on  upon  the  assessment  or  cooperative  plan  the 
business  either  of  insuring  the  lives  of  members,  or  of  providing 
to  members  indemnity  for  disability  or  deaths  by  accident,  may, 
by  complying  with  the  provisions  hereof,  become,  with  those  that 
may  thereafter  be  associated  with  them  or  their  successors,  a  body 
corporate  and  politic.  If  the  insurance  is  to  accrue  through  the 
death  of  the  insured  person,  the  contract  shall  be  of  life  insurance; 
if  through  the  accidental  death  only  or  the  physical  disability 
from  accident  to  the  insured,  it  shall  be  of  casualty  insurance : 
Provided,  That  no  corporation  shall  be  organized  hereunder  for 
both  of  such  purposes.

That 
the  Secretary  of  State  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  pro- 
cure and  furnish,  as  hereinafter  provided,  to  the  probate  court  of 
each  organized  county  in  this  State  not  already  supplied,  a  com- 
plete set  of  the  reports  of  the  supreme  court  of  the  State  of 
Michigan,  including  all  annotated  reports  of  the  present  edition, 
or  so  many  of  said  reports  as  may  be  necessary  to  complete  a  full 
set  for  the  probate  court  of  each  organized  county  in  this  State : 
Provided,  That  the  price  to  be  paid  for  the  reports  of  Harring- 
ton, Walker  and  Douglas,  and  volumes  one  to  twenty-two,  inclu- 
sive, of  the  Michigan  reports,  shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  three 
dollars  per  volume:  Provided,  further.

take  or  receive  more  than  the  rate  of  interest  allowed  by  law  in 
advance  on  its  loans  and  discounts:  Provided,  That  this  restric-  pfoyibo.

cents;  and  no  bank  shall  transact  any  business  except  such  as  is 
incidental  and  necessarily  preliminary  to  its  organization  until 
it  has  been  authorized  by  the  Commissioner  of  the  Banking 
Department  to  commence  the  business  of  banking.

Sbc.  7.  Whenever  articles  of  incorporation  are  filed  with  the 
Commissioner  of  the  Banking  Department,  as  provided  in  this  act, 
and  the  bank  transmitting  the  same  notifies  the  GommissioDer 
that  at  least  fifty  per  cent  of  its  capital  has  been  duly  paid  in,  and 
that  snch  bank  has  complied  with  all  the  provisions  of  this 
act  required  before  the  bank  shall  be  authorized  to  commence 
business,  the  Oommissioner  shall  examine  into  the  condition  of 
such  bank,  ascertain  the  amount  of  money  paid  in  on  account  of 
its  capital,  the  name  and  place  of  residence  of  each  of  its  directors^ 
and  the  amount  of  capital  stock  of  which  each  is  the  owner  in 
good  faith,  and  whether  such  bank  has  complied  with  all  the 
other  provisions  of  this  act  required  to  entitle  it  to  engage  in  the 
business  oi  banking.

ssseraed  valuation,  except  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  board  of 
directors  such  bonds  may  be  purchased  if  the  total  liabilities  do 
not  exceed  ten  per  cent  of  its  assessed  valuation,  or  loan  the 
same  upon  negotiable  paper  secured  by  any  of  the  above  mentioned 
classes  of  security;  or  upon  notes,  or  bonds,  secured  by  mort- 
gage lien  upon  unencumbered  real  estate  worth  at  least  double 
the  amount  loaned;  the  remainder  of  such  deposits  may  be  in- 
vested in  notes,  bills  or  other  evidences  of  debt,  the  payment  of 
which  is  secured  by  the  deposit  of  collateral  security  consisting  of 
personal  property,  of  known  marketable  value,  worth  ten  percent 
more  than  the  amount  so  loaned  and  interest  for  the  time  of  the 
loan;  or  may  be  deposited  in  any  national  bank,  trust  company, 
or  bank  in  cities  in  this  or  any  other  State  approved  by  the  Com- 
missioner of  the  Banking  Department  as  reserve  cities;  and  a  por-  ^imu  of  depoeu 
tion  of  said  remainder,  not  exceeding  the  capital  and  additional  ^^''^^^^ 
stockholders'  liability,  may  be  invested  in  negotiable  paper  ap- 
proved by  the  board  of  directors;  but  the  deposits  in  any  one  hsink 
fihail  not  exceed  ten  per  cent  of  the  total  deposits,  capital  and 
surplus  of  the  depositing  bank.     In  case  the  actual  reserve  shall  JJ^en^^ief^, 
fall  below  the  fifteen  per  cent  above  provided,  the  bank  shall  fans  beiow 
promptly,  and  in  good  faith,  take  measures  to  restore  and  main-  *'*««»»  p^""  «»»'.

SEa  28.  A  pass-book  shall  be  issued  to  each  depositor  in  the 
savings  department,  containing  the  rules  and  regulations  adopted 
by  the  board  of  directors  governing  such  deposits,  in  which  book 
shall  be  entered  each  deposit  made  by,  and  each  payment  made 
to,  such  depositor,  and  no  payment  or  check  against  any  sach 
savings  account  shall  be  made  unless  accompanied  by  and  entered 
in  the  pass-book  issied  therefor,  except  for  good  cause  and  on 
assurances  satisfactory  to  the  officers  of  the  bank. 

Seo.  29.  Any  bank  combining  the  business  of  a  commercial 
bank  and  a  savings  bank  shall  keep  separate  books  of  account  for 
each  kind  of  business :  Providedy  That  all  receipts,  investments 
and  transactions  relating  to  each  of  said  classes  of  business  shall 
be  governed  by  the  provisions  and  restrictions  herein  specifically 
provided  for  the  respective  kinds  of  banks. 

Ssc.  30.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  of  directors  of  each 
savings  bank  from  time  to  time  to  regulate  the  interest  to  be 
allowed  depositors,  and  pay  the  same  at  regular  and  stated 
periods. 

Sik?.  31.  When  any  deposit  is  made  in  any  savings  bank  by  a 
person  being  a  minor  the  said  bank  may  pay  to  such  depositor 
such  sums  as  may  be  due  to  him  or  her,  although  he  or  she  have 
no  guardian,  and  the  receipt  of  such  minor  shall  be  in  all 
respects  valid  in  law. 

Sec.  32.  All  certificates  or  evidences  of  deposits  made  by  the 
proper  officers  of  any  bank  shall  be  as  effectual  to  bind  the  bank 
as  if  made  under  the  common  seal  thereof ;  but  said  bank  shall 
not  issue  any  bill,  note,  or  certificate  intended  to  circulate  as 
money,  and  no  such  bank  shall  issue  post  notes. 

Sec.  33.  All  the  general  powers  and  privileges,  as  well  as  the 
general  restrictions  and  limitations  provided  in  this  act,  and 
applied  to  the  corporations  to  be  organized  under  and  regulated 
by  this  act,  by  the  general  designation  of  banks,  shall  be  under- 
stood and  construed  to  include  commercial  banks,  savings  banks, 
and  those  combining  both  branches  of  business. 

Sec.  34.  The  powers,  privileges,  duties  and  restrictions  con- 
ferred and  imposed  upon  any  bank  existing  and  doing  business 
under  the  laws  of  this  State  are  hereby  abridged,  enlarged  or 
modified,  as  each  particular  case  may  require  to  conform  to  the 
provisions  of  this  act,  and  to  such  amendments  as  may  be  made 
thereto.  But  nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  to  affect  the 
legality  of  investments  heretofore  made,  or  of  transactions  here- 
tofore had,  pursuant  to  any  provisions  of  law  in  force  when  such 
investments  were  made  or  transactions  had,  nor  to  require  the 
change  of  investments  for  those  named  in  this  act,  except  as  the 
same  can  be  done  by  the  sale  or  redemption  of  the  securities  so 
invested  in,  in  such  manner  as  to  prevent  loss  or  embarrassment 
in  the  business  of  such  bank,  or  unnecessary  loss  or  injury  to  the 
borrowers  on  such  securities ;  but  no  renewal  or  extension  of  any 
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such  loan  or  investment  shall  be  made  by  any  bank,  unless  neces- 
sary to  avoid  loss  or  embarrassment,  as  above  provided.     All  past  Disposition  of 
due  notes,  overdrafts  and  other  evidences  of  indebtedness  not  ftowfeuj.**^"**" 
secured  by  mortgage,  remaining  unpaid   for  the  period  of  six 
months,  shall  be  charged  off  to  the  profit  and  loss  account  on  the 
expiration  of  that  time.

Sec.  36.     The  chief  officer  of  the  department  shall  be  denom-  commissioner 
inated  the  Commissioner  of  the  Banking  Department.     He  shall  departmen?,?p. 
be  appointed  by  the  Governor,  by  and  with,  the  advice  and  con-  pointmem  of. 
sent  of  the  Senate,  and  shall  hold  his  office  for  the  term  of  four 
years.    He  may  appoint  a  deputy  and  revoke  such  appointment  nepntj. 
at  pleasure,  who  shall  possess  the  powers  and  perform  the  duties 
attached  by  law  to  the  office  of  the  Commissioner  during  a 
vacancy  in  such  office,  and  during  the  absence  or  inability  of  his 
principal.     He  may  also  employ  from  time  to  time  such  clerks  cierks. 
to  assist  him  and  his  deputy  in  the  discharge  of  the  several  duties 
imposed  upon  them  by  this  act  as  he  shall  find  necessary.    The  salary  of  com- 
salary  of  the  Commissioner  shall  be  two  thousand  five  hundred  ?epnt*JI*id 
dollars  per  annum.

State  departments.      The  salaries  of  the  Commissioner,  deputy  pajment  of 
and  clerks  shall  be  paid  monthly  or  quarterly,  by  the  State  ■***'*«•• 
Treasurer,  upon  a  voucher  countersigned  by  the  Auditor  General. 
Vouchers  for  the  Commissioner's  salary  must  be  first  approved  by 
the  Governor.     Vouchers  for  the  deputy  and  clerks'  salaries  must 
be  first  approved  by  the  Commissioner.   All  actual  and  necessary  Expenses. 
traveling  expenses  of  said  Commissioner,  deputy  or  clerks,  incur- 
red in  the  discharge  of  their  duties  under  this'act,  shall  be  fully 
itemized  upon  proper  vouchers  and  certified  in  the  order  indicated 
for  the  salaries,  and  presented  to  the  Board  of  State  Auditors. 
If  allowed,  the  Auditor  General  shall  countersign.    The  State 
Treasurer  shall,  upon  the  presentation  of  vouchers  so  allowed  and 
countersigned,  reimburse  the  said  officers'  expenses.    Within  fif-  oatb  of  office, 
teen  days  from  the  notice  of  their  appointment,  respectively,  the 
Commissioner  and  his  deputy  shall  take  and  subscribe  the  oath  of 
office  prescribed  by  the  constitution,  and  file  the  same  in  the  office 
of  the  Secretary  of  State.     The  said  Commissioner  of  the  Bank-  Bond, 
iug  Department  and  his  deputy  aforesaid,  shall  each  give  to  the 
people  of  this  State  a  bond  in  the  penal  sum  of  twenty-five  thou- 
sand dollars,  with  two  or  more  sureties,  to  be  approved  by  the  State 
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Treasurer^  conditioned  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  the  duties  of 
their  respective  offices;  and  the  GommislBioner  or  his  deputy  shall 
not  be  interested,  directly  or  indirectly,  in  any  national  bank,  nor 
in  any  bank  or  other  corporation  under  their  supervision,  nor  en* 
gaged  in  the  business  of  banking.  There  shall  be  assigned  to  said 
Commissioner  suitable  rooms  in  the  State  capitol  for  conducting 
the  business  of  said  department. 

Sec.  37.  The  said  Commissioner  shall  devise  a  seal  for  the  ase 
of  his  office,  which  shall  continue  to  be  the  seal  of  said  depart- 
ment. A  description  of  the  seal,  with  an  impression  thereof,  shall 
be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State. 

Sec.  38.  Every  bank  existing  or  hereafter  incorporated  under 
the  laws  of  this  State  shall  be  subject  to  the  inspection  and  su- 
pervision of  the  Commissioner  of  the  Banking  Department  as  pro- 
vided in  this  act. 

Sec.  39.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Commissioner  of  the 
Banking  Department,  and  he  shall  have  power  for  himself,  his 
deputy,  or  any  examiner  he  may  appoint  for  that  purpose,  to  ex- 
amine once  in  each  year  the  cash,  bills,  collaterals  or  securities, 
books  of  account,  condition  and  affairs  of  each  bank  under  the 
law,  and  also  when  requested  by  the  board  of  directors  of  any 
bank.  For  that  purpose  he  may  examine,  on  oath,  any  of  the  ofiBi- 
cers,  agents,  clerks,  customers  or  depositors  of  such  bank  touch- 
ing the  affairs  and  business  of  such  bank.  Any  willful  false 
swearing  in  any  examination  shall  be  deemed  perjury.  He  shall 
also  ascertain  whether  each  bank  transacts  its  business  at  the  place 
designated  in  the  articles  of  incorporation,  and  whether  its  busi- 
nesB  IB  conducted  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  law. 

Seo.  40.  For  each  annual  examination  the  bank  examined 
shall  pay  into  the  State  treasury  for  the  credit  of  the  general 
fund  one  hundredth  part  of  one  per  cent  of  the  gross  amount  of 
the  assets  of  said  bank:  Provided,  That  the  examination  fee  of 
any  bank  shall  not  be  less  than  ten  dollars.  The  expenses  incur- 
red and  services  performed  especially  for  any  bank  shall  be  paid 
by  such  bank.  If  such  charges  or  the  annual  fee  are  not  paid 
after  due  notice,  the  Commissioner  shall  maintain  an  action  in  his 
name  of  office  against  the  delinquent  bank  for  the  recovery  of 
such  charge,  or  annual  fee,-  with  interest  thereon^  and  the  sums 
so  collected  shall  be  paid  into  the  State  treasury.  No  person 
shall  be  appointed  to  examine  a  bank  in  which  he  is  interested  as 
stockholder,  officer  or  employ^,  or  otherwise.  The  Commissioner 
of  the  Banking  Department,  his  deputy,  every  clerk  in  his  em- 
ployment and  examiner  shall  be  bound  by  oath  to  keep  secret  all 
facts  and  information  obtained  in  the  course  of  such  examina- 
tions, except  in  as  far  as  the  public  duty  of  such  officer  requires 
him  to  report  upon  or  take  official  action  regarding  the  affairs  of 
such  bank.  No  bank  shall  be  subject  to  any  visitation  other  than 
such  as  is  required  by  this  act,  or  otherwise  authorized  by  law. 

Sec.  41.  Whenever  any  officer  of  a  bank  shall  refuse  to  sub- 
mit the  books,  papers  and  concerns  of  such  bank  to  the  inspect- 
ors [inspection]  of  the  Commissioner,  deputy,  or  examiner  ap- 
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pointed  as  aforesaid,  or  refuse  to  be  examined  on  oath  touching 
the  concerns  of  the  bank,  the  Oommissioner  may,  with  the  con- 
cnrrence  of  the  Attorney  General,  institute  proceedings  for  the 
appointment  of  a  receiver  for  such  bank  to  wind  up  its  business. 

Sec.  42     Whenever  it  shall  appear  from  the  report  of  any  proceedingi  in 
bank,  or  the  Commissioner  shall  have  reason  to  believe  that  the  StSVis^m^  ^ 
capital  of  any  bank  is  impaired  or  reduced  below  the  amount  re-  paired,  etc. 
qnired  by  law,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Commissioner,  and  he 
shall  have  power  to  examine  said  bank  and  ascertain  the  facts, 
and  in  case  he  finds  such  impairment  or  reduction  of  capital,  to 
require  such  bank  to  make  good  the  deficiency  so  appearing.     If 
any  bank  shall  refuse  or  fail  for  ninety  days  after  written  requisi- 
tion to  make  good  the  deficiency  so  appearing  or  found  to  exist,  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Commissioner,  with  the  concurrence  of 
the  Attorney  General,  to  institute  proceedings  for  the  appointment 
of  a  receiver  of  such  bank  to  wind  up  its  business.

means  and  resources,  separating  the  reports  of  such  banks  and 
other  corporations,  and  specifying  the  amount  of  lawful  money 
held  by  banks  at  the  time  of  their  several  returns,  and  such  other 
information  in  relation  to  such  banks  and  corporations  as  in  his 
judgment  may  be  required ; 

Secondy  A  statement  of  the  banks  and  corporations  whose  busi- 
ness has  been  closed  daring  the  year,  the  amount  of  their  resour- 
ces and  liabilities,  and  the  amount  paid  to  the  creditors  thereof; 

Thirds  The  names  and  compensation  of  the  clerks  employed 
by  him,  and  the  whole  amount  of  expenses  of  the  banking  depart- 
ment during  the  year; 

Fourth,  The  amount  of  fees  received  for  the  examination  of 
banks  or  other  corporations,  and  fines  collected  and  paid  over  to 
the  State  Treasurer. 

Sec.  44.     Whenever  the  Commissioner  shall  deem  it  expedient  commitMioner 
he  may  call  a  meeting  of  the  stockholders  of  any  bank,  organized  ^o?m£.^^^ 
under  the  laws  of  this  State,  by  a  personal  notice  of  such  meeting  tioiders  of  any 
for  fifteen  days  previous  thereto,  and  in  case  a  majority  of  the  ^**^  ^^^' 
stockholders  cannot  be  reached  by  personal  notice,  then  by  pub- 
lishing such  notice  at  least  once  in  each  week  for  four  successive 
weeks  previous  to  the  meeting  in  a  newspaper  published  in  the 
city,  village  or  county  where  the  bank  is  located,  -.and  if  no  news- 
paper is  published  there,  then  in  the  newspaper  published  at  the 
nearest  county  seat. 

Record  of  stock* 
in  which  shall  be  entered  the  name  and  residence  of  the  stock-  SSkept'bybimi^ 
holders  in  the  bank,  the  number  of  shares  held  by  each,  the  time 
when  each  person  became  such  stockholder,  also  all  transfers  of 
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stock,  stating  the  time  when  made,  the  number  of  shares,  and  by 
whom  transferred.  The  said  book  shall  at  all  times  be,  during 
the  usual  hours  of  transacting  business,  subject  to  the  inspection 
of  the  directors,  officers,  stockholders  and  depositors  of  the  bank. 
A  neglect  to  proyide  and  keep  such  book  ready  for  examination, 
as  herein  provided,  shall  subject  the  officers  of  the  bank,  whose 
duty  it  is  to  provide  and  keep  the  same,  to  a  penalty  of  one  hun- 
dred dollars  for  every  day's  neglect;  and  a  refusal  by  such  officer 
to  exhibit  such  book  to  any  person  rightfully  demanding  inspec- 
tion thereof  shall  subject  him  to  a  penalty  of  fifty  dollars ;  the 
said  penalty  may  be  sued  for  and  recovered  with  costs  by  any 
person  who  will  prosecute  for  the  same  in  the  name  of  the  people 
of  the  State,  and  shall  be  paid  to  the  State  Treasurer  for  the 
credit  of  the  banking  department.  In  all  actions,  suits  and  pro- 
ceedings, under  this  act,  the  said  book  shall  be  presumptive  evi- 
dence of  the  facts  therein  stated. 

Sec.  46.  The  stockholders  of  every  bank  shall  be  individually 
liable,  equally  and  ratably,  and  not  one  for  another,  for  the  benefit 
of  the  depositors  in  said  bank  to  the  amount  of  their  stock  at  the 
par  value  thereof,  in  addition  to  the  said  stock;  but  persons  hold- 
ing stock  as  executors,  administrators,  guardians  or  trustees,  and 
persons  holding  stock  as  collateral  security,  shall  not  be  person- 
ally liable  as  stockholders,  but  the  assets  and  funds  in  their  hands 
constituting  the  trust  shall  be  liable  to  the  same  extent  as  the 
testator,  intestate,  ward  or  person  interested  in  such  trust  funds 
would  be,  if  living  or  competent  to  act ;  and  the  person  pledging 
such  stock  shall  be  deemed  the  stockholder  and  liable  under  this 
section.  Such  liability  may  be  enforced  in  a  suit  at  law  or  in 
equity  by  any  such  bank  in  process  of  liquidation,  or  by  any 
receiver,  or  other  officer  succeeding  to  the  legal  rights  of  said 
bank. 

Sec.  47.  All  transfers  of  notes,  bonds,  bills  of  exchange  or 
other  evidences  of  debt  owing  to  any  bank,  or  of  deposits  to  its 
credit,  all  assignments  of  mortgages,  or  other  security  on  real 
estate  or  judgments  or  decrees  in  its  favor,  or  deposits  of  money, 
bills  or  other  valuable  things  for  its  use,  or  for  the  use  of  its  stock- 
holders or  creditors,  all  payments  of  money,  either  after  the  com- 
mission of  an  act  of  insolvency  or  in  contemplation  thereof,  with 
a  view  to  prevent  application  of  its  assets  in  the  manner  pre- 
scribed in  this  act,  or  with  a  view  to  the  preference  of  one  creditor 
over  another,  shall  be  held  to  be  null  and  void. 

Sec.  48.  Legal  process  against  any  such  bank  shall  be  served 
upon  its  president  or  cashier  or  treasurer  in  the  county  where 
its  business  office  is  located  or  the  plaintiff  resides,  or  by  leaving 
any  attested  copy  at  its  banking  house  during  banking  hours  with 
the  teller,  clerk  or  any  officer  of  the  bank. 

Sec.  49.  All  proceedings  by  any  bank  to  enjoin  the  Commis- 
sioner in  the  discharge  of  his  duties  under  the  provisions  of  this 
act  shall  be  had  in  the  county  where  said  bank  is  located,  or 
before  the  supreme  court  of  this  State. 

Sec,  50.    All  suits  and  proceedings  arising  out  of  the  provis- 
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ions  of  law  goyeming  banks  in  which  the  State  or  any  of  its  ofii-  wbea  Attorney 
cers  or  agents  shall  be  parties  shall  be   conducted  under  the  fa^el^iBrsuita 
direction  and  supervision  of  the  Attorney  General.  under  thig  act. 

Sec.  51.     Copies  of  all  records  and  papers  iu  the  office  of  the  copies  of  cer. 
Commissioner  of  the  Banking  Department  certified  by  him,  and  Itc^.^e'^Sce. 
authenticated  by  his  seal  of  office^  shall  be  evidence  in  all  cases 
equally  and  with  like  effect  as  the  original. 

Sec.  52.     The  total  liabilities  of  any  bank  or  any  person  or  of  Liability  of 
any  company^  corporation  or  firm  for  money  advanced,  including  mone^,  e^!, 
in  the  liabilities  of  the  company  or  firm  the  liabilities  of  the  "™*^«d- 
several  members  thereof,  except  special  partners,  shall  at  no  time 
exceed  one-tenth  part  of  the  amount  of  the  capital  and  surplus 
of  such  bank ;  but  the  discount  of  bills  of  exchange  drawn  in 
good  faith  against  actually  existing  values  and  the  discount  of 
commercial  or  business  paper  actually  owned  by  the  person  nego- 
tiating the  same  shall  not  be  considered  as  money  borrowed: 
Provided,  however.  That  the  foregoing  limitations  shall  not  apply  proriso. 
to  loans  upon  real  estate  or  other  collateral  securities  authorized 
by  this  act:     Provided  further.  That  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  Further 
directors  the  liabilities  of  any  bank  or  any  person  or  company  or  p^®^**®' 
corporation  or  firm,  may  be  increased  not  to  exceed  one-fifth  of 
the  capital  of  the  bank.

made  once  in  each  week  for  eight  successive  weeks  in  a  news- 
paper published  in  the  city  of  Detroit,  and  also  in  a  newspaper 
published  in  the  city,   village  or  county  in  which  the  bank  is 
located,  or  if  in  no  newspaper  is  there  published  then  in  the  news- 
paper published  at  the  nearest  county  seat. 

Sec.  54.  A  bank  which  is  in  good  faith  winding  up  its  busi-  consolidation 
ness  for  the  purpose  of  consolidating  with  some  other  bank  may  ®^*^*'*'- 
transfer  its  assets  and  liabilities  to  the  bank  with  which  it  is  in 
process  of  consolidation ;  but  no  such  consolidation  of  banks 
shall  be  made  without  the  consent  of  the  Commissioner  of  the 
Banking  Department,  and  not  then  to  defeat  or  defraud  any  of 
the  creditors  in  the  collection  of  their  claims  against  said  banks, 
or  either  of  them. 

Sec  55.  On  becoming  satisfied  that  any  bank  has  refused  to  when  receiver 
pay  its  deposits  in  accordance  with  the  terms  on  which  such  ^poufted, 
deposits  were  received  (if  received  in  accordance  with  the  provis- 
ions of  this  act),  or  that  any  bank  has  become  insolvent,  or  that 
its  capital  has  become  impaired,  or  that  any  bank  has  violated 
any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act,  or  for  any  cause  hereinbefore  or 
hereinafter  stated,  the  Commissioner  of  the  Banking  Department 
may  forthwith,  with  the  approval  of  the  Attorney  General,  apply 
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to  a  court  of  record  of  competent  jarisdiction  for  the  appointment 
of  a  receiver  for  such  bank«  who,  under  the  direction  of  such  court, 
shall  take  possession  of  the  books,  records  and  assets  of  every 
description  of  such  bank,  collect  all  debts,  dues  and  olainiB 
belonging  to  it,  and  sell  or  compound  all  bad  or  doubtful  debts, 
and  sell  all  the  real  and  personal  property  of  such  bank  on  such 
terms  as  the  court  shall  direct,  and  may,  if  necessary  to  pay  the 
debts  of  such  bank,  enforce  all  individual  liability  of  the  stock- 
holders. Such  receiver  shall  pay  over  all  money  so  collected  or 
received  to  the  State  Treasurer,  and  also  make  report  to  the 
Commissioner  of  all  his  acts  and  proceedings. 

Sec.  56.  The  Commissioner  shall,  upon  the  appointment  of  a 
receiver,  as  above  provided,  cause  notice  to  be  given  by  adver- 
tising in  such  newspapers  as  he  may  direct  once  in  each  week,  for 
twelve  successive  weeks,  calling  on  all  persons  who  may  have 
claims  against  such  bank  to  present  the  same  to  said  receiver  and 
make  legal  proof  thereof. 

Sec.  57.  From  time  to  time,  under  the  direction  of  the  Com- 
missioner of  the  Banking  Department,  the  receiver  shall  make 
ratable  dividends  of  the  moneys  realized  or  collected  by  him  on 
all  such  claims  as  may  have  been  proved  to  his  satisfaction  or 
adjudicated  in  a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  and  the  remain- 
der of  the  proceeds,  if  any,  after  the  costs  and  expenses  of  sach 
proceedings  and  all  debts  and  obligations  of  the  bank  are  satisfied, 
shall  be  paid  over  to  the  stockholders  of  such  bank,  or  their  legal 
representatives,  in  proportion  to  the  stock  by  them  respectively  held. 

Sec.  58.  Every  president,  director,  cashier,  treasurer,  teller, 
clerk  or  agent  of  any  bank,  who  embezzles,  abstracts  or  willfully 
misapplies  any  of  the  moneys,  funds,  credits  or  property  of  the 
bank,  whether  owned  by  it  or  held  in  trust,  or  who,  without 
authority  of  the  directors,  issues  or  puts  forth  any  certificate  of 
deposit,  draws  any  order  or  bill  of  exchange,  makes  any  acceptance, 
assigns  any  note,  bond,  draft,  bill  of  exchange,  mortgage,  judg- 
ment or  decree,  or  who  makes  any  false  entry  in  any  book,  report 
or  statement  of  the  bank,  with  intent  in  either  case  to  injure  or 
defraud  the  bank,  or  any  company,  corporation  or  person  or  to 
deceive  any  ofScer  of  the  bank  or  any  agent  appointed  to  examine 
the  affairs  of  such  bank,  and  any  person  who  with  like  intent  aids 
or  abets  any  officer,  clerk  or  agent,  in  violation  of  this  section, 
or  who  shall  issue  or  cause  to  be  issued,  or  put  in  circulation,  any 
bill,  note  or  other  evidence  of  debt  to  circulate  as  money,  upon 
conviction  thereof,  shall  be  imprisoned  in  the  State  Prison  or  in 
the  State  House  of  Correction  and  Reformatory  at  Ionia,  not  to 
exceed  twenty  years. 

Sec.  59.  All  real  estate  owned  by  any  bank  may  be  taxed  as 
other  real  estate  in  the  city,  village  or  township  where  the  same 
may  be  situated,  and  the  residue  of  its  capital  and  surplus  shall 
be  taxed  as  personal  property,  but  the  assessment  thereof  for  taxa- 
tion shall  not  be  at  a  greater  rate  than  is  assessed  on  money  capital 
in  the  hands  of  individual  citizens  in  the  same  city,  village  or 
township. 
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Ssc.  60.    The  provisions  of  this  act  shall  apply  to  and  goyern  Act  to  apply  to

AN  ACT  making  an  appropriation  for  completing  and  furnish- 
ing the  attics  of  the  Northern  Michigan  Asylum  for  the  Insane 
and  building  a  detached  cottage  therefor. 

Sbotioij  1.  The  People  of  the  State  of  Michigan  enact,  That 
there  be  and  is  hereby  appropriated  from  the  general  fund  the 
sum  of  five  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  ($5^500)  for  the  com- 
pletion of  attics  for  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-seven, 
and  a  farther  sum  of  thirteen  thousand  dollars  for  building, 
furnishing,  lighting  and  heating,  ready  for  occupancy,  a  detached 
cottage  with  accommodations  for  fifty  patients  for  chronic  insane 
for  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-eight. 

Sec.  2.  The  moneys  hereby  appropriated  may  be  drawn  from 
the  State  treasury  upon  the  warrant  of  the  Auditor  General  in 
such  sums  and  at  such  times  as  shall  be  made  to  appear  to  him 
necessary.  The  sums  thus  appropriated  shall  be  expended  only 
for  the  purpose  [purposes]  specified  in  this  bill,  and  their  receipts 
and  disbursements  shall  be  accounted  for  by  duplicate  vouchers 
and  monthly  accounts  current  as  provided  by  act  number  one  hun- 
dred and  forty-eight  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and 
seventy-three. 

Ssc.  3.  The  Auditor  (General  shall  add  to  and  incorporate  in 
the  State  tax  for  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-seven  and  for 
eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-eight  the  amounts  appropriated  by 
section  one  of  this  bill  for  each  of  said  years,  to  be  assessed,  levied 
and  collected  as  other  State  taxes  are  assessed,  levied  and  col- 
lected, which,  when  collected,  shall  be  passed  to  the  credit  of  the 
general  fund  to  reimburse  the  same  for  the  moneys  appropriated 
by  section  one  of  this  act.

AN  ACT  to  provide  for  the  correction  of  frauds  and  mistakes  in 
the  canvass  and  returns  made  by  inspectors  of  elections. 
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Petition  for  SECTION  1.     The  PeopU  of  the  state  of  Michigan  enacts  That 

c^YMsto^'  any  candidate  voted  for  at  any  election^  conceiving  himself 
whom  made,  aggrieved  on  account  of  any  fraud  or  mistake  in  the  canvasA  of 
the  votes  by  the  inspectors  of  election^  or  in  the  returns  made^ 
may  on  or  before  the  close  of  the  last  day  upon  which  the  board 
of  city  canvassers  meet^  if  a  city  or  ward  office^  or  district  boards 
or  the  board  of  county  canvassers  meet^  in  all  other  cases^  present 
to  and  file  with  the  clerk  of  such  board  a  written  petition, 
which  shall  be  sworn  to^  setting  forth,  as  near  as  may  be,  the 
errors,  mistakes  or  frauds  complained  of,  and  tho  township,  ward 
or  district  in  which  they  occur,  and  asking  for  a  correction 
thereof.  He  shall  at  the  same  time  deposit  with  the  clerk  of 
said  board  the  sum  of  ten  dollars  for  each  and  every  township. 
Proviso  limiting  Ward  or  district  referred  to  in  his  petition :  Provided,  That  no 
monly  byappii-  Candidate  shall  be  required  to  deposit  more  than  one  hundred 
cant,  and  dollars,  which  sum  shall  be  paid,  in  case  such  petitioner  does  not 
establish  a  fraud  or  mistake,  as  set  forth  in  his  petition,  by  the 
clerk  of  the  board  of  city  canvassers  to  the  city  treasurer  for  the 
use  of  the  city,  and  by  the  clerk  of  the  county  or  district  board 
wiienT)oard  of  to  the  couuty  treasurer  for  the  use  of  the  county.  Upon  filings 
such  petition,  making  such  deposit  and  giving  at  least  twelve 
hours'  written  notice  thereof  to  the  opposing  candidate,  by  hand- 
ing to  such  candidate  a  copy  thereof,  or  if  such  candidate  cannot 
be  found,  by  leaving  such  copy  at  the  last  place  of  residence,  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  such  board  of  canvassers  to  proceed  to  make 
an  investigation  of  the  facts  set  forth  in  said  petition.  For 
Power  of  Board,  such  purposo  the  Said  board  shall  have  power  to  cause  the  ballot- 
boxes  used  in  such  election  districts  to  be  brought  before  them. 
The  said  board  shall  thereupon  appoint  a  committee  of  their  own 
number  as  follows :  The  said  board  shall  designate  a  member

Said  com- 
mittee shall,  in  some  public  place,  where  such  candidates  and 
their  counsel  may  be  present  if  they  so  desire,  without  unneces- 
sa]:y  delay  proceed  to  open  the  ballot-boxes  from  sach  districts, 
townships  or  wards,  and  to  make  a  re-count  thereof  as  to  such 
candidates,  and  make  correct  and  full  returns  in  writing  under 
their  hands  to  said  board,  showing  the  whole  number  of  votea 
given,  the  names  of  the  candidates,  and  the  number  of  votes 
given  to  each,  written  out  in  words  and  figures  as  upon  the 
ballots.  Said  committee,  upon  making  such  re-count,  shall  at 
once  return  the  ballots  to  their  respective  boxes,  carefully  fasten 
and  seal  the  same  and  deliver  them  to  the  officer  having  the  care 
and  custody  thereof.  Said  board  of  canvassers,  upon  receiving 
the  report  of  such  committee,  shall  accept  the  same  as  correct, 
bbud  as  coVrect.  anything  in  the  previous  returns  from  such  township,  ward  or 
Q^rtkmiHto    district  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding.    Any  candidate  not 
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receiving  a  certificate  of  election,  may  for  errors  apparent  upon  ' 
the  face  of  the  returns,  have  the  same  examined  and  corrected 
npon  certiorari  to  the  circuit  court  of  the  county,  according  to 
the  rules  and  practice  applicable  to  such  writs.    In  all  cases  if  petitioner 
where,  by  reason  of  such  re-count,  the  petitioner  succeeds  in  ?Sad"  etc!, 
establishing  a  fraud  or  mistake,  as  set  forth  in  his  petition,  and  J||^edt»Mm 
receiyes  a  certificate  of  election,  the  money  deposited  by  him 
shall  be  refunded.

the  remedy  by  quo  warranto  shall  remain  in  full  force,  together 
with  any  other  remedies  now  existing.

AN  ACT  providing  for  the  employment,  defining  the  duties,  and 
fixing  the  compensation  of  a  stenographer  for  the  thirteenth 
judicial  circuit.  State  of  Michigan. 

SEcnoisr  1.     ITie  People  of  the  State  of  Michigan  enact.   That  Appointment  of 
a  stenographer  for  the  thirteenth  judicial  circuit  shall  be  ap-  •^«'»»K"P^«r. 
pointed  by  the  Governor,  on  the  certificate  of  the  circuit  judge 
that  a  stenographer  is  desirable  in  said  couH.     The  person  so  ap-  oatb  and  term 
pointed  shall  take  and  subscribe  the  official  oath  prescribed  by  the  °'  ®*c®- 
constitution,  which  oath  shall  'be  administered  by  the  presiding 
judge.    He  shall  be  deemed  an  officer  of  the  court,  and  shall 
hold  the  position  during  the  pleasure  of  the  Governor:  Provided,  Pronio. 
The  court  shall  have  power  to  suspend  him  for  incompetency  or 
misconduct,  and  in  case  of  such  suspension  he  shall  thereafter 
cease  to  hold  the  office  of  stenographer,  unless  by  order  of  the 
court  his  suspension  be  rescinded. 

Sbc.  2.  In  case  of  the  death,  resignation,  removal  or  suspen-  vacancy,  how 
sion  of  the  steno^apher,  the  Governor  shall,  upon  the  recom-  ^^^^^' 
mendation  of  the  circuit  judge,  appoint  a  successor  to  the  office ; 
but  in  case  of  sickness  or  temporary  absence  of  the  stenographer 
the  judge  may  appoint  some  competent  person  during  his  ab- 
sence, the  expense  thereof  to  be  paid  by  the  stenographer  holding 
the  appointment.

Each  and  every  issue  of  fact  at  law,  or  in  chancery, 
tried  or  heard  before  the  court  or  jury,  and  in  eaeh  chancery  case 
in  which  the  proofs  are  taken  in  open  court,  in  which  the  stenog- 
rapher shall  be  employed,  shall  be  taxed  the  sum  of  three  dol- 
lars, to  be  paid  by  the  plaintiff  or  complainant  at  the  commence- 
ment of  such  trial  or  hearing,  into  the  hands  of  the  clerk,  and  by 
him  paid  into  the  county  treasury  of  the  county  in  which  said 
case  is  tried  or  heard. 

Sec.  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  [the]  said  stenographer,  upoa 
the  order  of  the  court,  to  furnish  in  legible  English,  a  full  copy

That  Appointment  of 
a  stenographer  for  the  second  judicial  circuit  shall  be  appointed  "^"^^^^p**®'' 
by  the  Governor,  on  the  certificate  of  the  circuit  judge  that  a 
stenographer  is  desirable  in  said  court.    The  person  so  appointed  o»th  and  term 
shall  take  and  subscribe  the  official  oath  prescribed  by  the  consti-  ^  ^^^' 
tntion,  which  oath  shall  be  administered  by  the  presiding  judge. 
He  shall  be  deemed  an  officer  of  the  court,  and  shall  hold  the 
position  during  the  pleasure  of  the  Governor:    Provided,  Theproyigo. 
coart  shall  have  power  to  suspend  him  for  incompetisncy  or  mis- 
conduct, and  in  case  of  such  suspension  he  shall  thereafter  cease 
to  hold  the  office  of  stenographer,  unless  by  order  of  the  court 
his  suspension  be  rescinded.

In  case  the  mine  inspector  shall  find  that  a 
place  is  dangerous  from  any  cause  as  aforesaid,  it  shall  be  his  duty 
to  order  the  men  engaged  in  work  at  the  said  place  to  quit  work 
immediately,  and  he  shall  notify  the  superintendent,  agent  or  per- 
son in  charge  to  secure  the  place  from  the  existing  danger,  which 
said  notification  or  order  shall  be  in  writing,  and  shall  clearly 
define  the  limits  of  the  dangerous  place,  and  specify  the  work  to 
be  done  or  change  to  be  made  to  render  the  same  secure,  ordinary 
mine  risks  excepted.  It  shall  also  be  the  duty  of  the  mine  inspect- 
or to  command  the  person,  persons  or  corporation  working  said 
mine,  or  the  agent  or  boss  of  such  person,  persons  or  corporation 
under  his  jurisdiction,  to  furnish  all  shafts  of  their  mines  with 
some  secure  safeguard  at  the  top  of  the  shaft  so  as  to  guard 
against  accidents  by  persons  falling  therein^  or  by  material  falling 
down  the  same,  also  a  covering  overhead  on  all  the  carriages  on 
which  persons  aiAend  or  descend  up  and  down  the  shaft,  if  in  his 
judgment  it  shall  be  practicable  and  necessary  for  the  purpose  of 
safety. 

Ssc.  4.     If  any  man  or  men  are  allowed  to  continue  work  in  Liabiutyof 
any  place  condemned  by  the  mine  inspector,  except  to dothe  work  ^nSTetc., for 
required  to  be  done  to  insure  safety  hetore  said  place  has  received  JJJ^JJ^^ 
the  necessary  changes  to  secure  the  safety  (ordinary  risks  of  min-  inspector.

AN  ACT  to  provide  for  the  appointment,  fix  the  compensation  and 
prescribe  the  duties  of  the  stenographer  of  the  circuit  courts 
for  the  counties  of  Manistee,  Mason,  Lake  and  Osceola,  now 
composing  the  nineteenth  judicial  circuit. 

Section  1.  77ie  People  of  the  State  of  Michigan  enact.  That  Temoc  omoe. 
from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act  the  stenographer  of  the 
circuit  courts  of  the  counties  of  Manistee,  Mason,  Lake  and 
Osceola,  now  composing  the  nineteenth  judicial  circuit,  shall  hold 
his  office  under  and  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  act.  He 
shall  be  appointed  by  the  Governor  on  the  recommendation  of  the 
judge  of  the  circuit,  and  hold  his  office  during  good  behavior, 
not  exceeding  the  term  of  the  judge  recommending  his  appoint- 
ment, except  that  the  court  may  suspend  him  for  incompetency 
or  misconduct,  and  in  case  such  suspension  is  not  rescinded  with- 
in thirty  days  the  office  shall  be  deemed  vacant. 

Sec.  2.    Said  stenographer  shall  have  the  power  to  appoint  one  Appotntm«nt  of 
or  more  deputies  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  court,  whose  ^^p**'**** 
compensation  shall  be  paid  by  the  stenographer:  Provided,  The 
stenographer  shall  have  the  power  to  revoke  said  appointment  at

after  as  may  be,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  judge  of  said  courts  to  IJJ^Jnt^ 
apportion  the  amount  of  such  salary  to  be  paid  by  each  county,  coamiM.

said  stenographer  in  accordance  with  said  apportionment  and 
said  notification  of  the  circuit  judge,  and  the  receipt  of  said 
stenographer  shall  be  a  sufficient  voucher  for  each  of  the  county 
treasurers  aforesaid. 
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Sbg.  4.  In  case  coansel  for  either  party  shall  desire  a  transcript 
of  the  testimony  or  proceedings  contained  in  said  stenographer^^ 
notes  it  shall  be  the  stenographer's  dnty  to  furnish  the  same, 
and  he  shall  be  entitled  to  demand  and  receive  for  making  sach 
transcript  the  snm  of  ten  cents  a  folio,  and  in  case  it  shall  be 
necessary  to  procure  a  transcript  of  s^id  stenographer's  notes  of 
the  testimony  and  proceedings  in  any  case  in  order  to  remove  said 
case  to  the  supreme  court,  and  the  circuit  jodge  shall  certify, 
then  the  amount  of  the  stenographer's  fees  may  be  taxed,  if  the 
appellant  prevail  in  the  supreme  court,  as  a  proper  disbursement: 
Provided,  That  in  case  a  criminal  case  is  taken  to  the  supreme 
court,  and  the  prosecuting  attorney  desires  a  transcript  of  the 
stenographic  notes  of  said  case,  the  stenographer  shall  furnish  the  - 
same  free  of  costs. 

Sbg.  5.  Each  and  every  issue  of  fact  tried  and  contested  shall 
be  taxed  three  dollars,  to  be  paid  by  the  parties  to  the  suit,  in 
equal  proportions,  before  the  taking  of  testimony  is  com- 
menced, into  the  hands  of  the  clerk  of  the  court,  and  by  him  to 
be  paid  into  the  county  treasury,  to  apply  upon  the  payment  of 
the  salary  of  said  stenographer,  hereinbefore  provided,  and  the 
prevailing  party  shall  have  the  amount  so  paid  to  him  taxed  in 
his  costs  as  a  proper  disbursement.

In  the  event  of  the  death  or  resignation  or  his  removal  from 
office  or  from  this  State  of  the  stenographer,  said  notes  shall  be 
transferred  to  the  county  clerk  of  the  coun^  where  the  cause  waa 
tried,  who  shall  receive  and  safely  keep  the  same  subject  to  the 
direction  of  the  circuit  court  for  the  county:  Provided,  That  said 
notes  shall  be  a  part  of  the  records  in  said  cause  and  shall  be  subject 
to  inspection  as  other  records  in  said  cause. 

Sbg.  8.  In  cases  tried  in  the  said  courts  in  which  said  stenog- 
rapher shall  be  engaged  it  shall  not  be  necessary  for  the  charge 
of  the  court  to  be  in  writing,  as  provided  by  an  act  entitled  ''An 
act  to  declare  and  establish  the  practice  of  charging  or  instruct- 
ing juries,  and  in  settling  the  law  in  cases  tried  in  the  circuit 
courts,"  approved  March  twenty-six,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty- 
nine. 

Sbg.  9.  All  acts  or  parts  of  acts  contravening  the  provisions  of 
this  act,  in  force  at  the  time  of  the  passage  of  thib  act,  shall  be 
construed  as  void  and  of  no  effect  as  applied  to  the  counties  of 
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Manistee,  Mason,  Lake  and  Osceola. 
This  act  is  ordered  to  take  immediate  effect.

products,  and  to  repeal  act  number  one  hundred  and  forty-five 
of  the  session  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-one, 
entitled  ^^An  act  establishing  a  lien  for  labor  and  services 
upon  logs,  timber,  cedar  posts,  telegraph  poles,  railroad  ties, 
tan-bark,  shingle-boHs  and  staves,  and  to  repeal  act  number 
one  hundred  and  eighty-five  of  the  session  laws  of  eighteen 
hundred  and  seventy-three,  entitled  'An  act  establishing  a  lien 
for  labor  and  services  upon  logs  and  timber,  as  amended  by 
act  number  two  hundred  and  fifty-three  of  the  public  acts  of 
eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-nine.'^'

The  People  of  the  State  of  Michigan  enact,  That  ^pJ*'^p5*\*J,®°^ 
the  sum  of  seventy-five  thousand  dollars  be  and  is  hereby  appro-  *°  p»rpo»«« 
priated  from  the  general  fund  in  the  State  treasury,  thirty  thou- 
sand of  which  shall  be  available  during  the  year  eighteen  hun- 
dred and  eighty-seven,  and  payable  out  of  any  moneys  in  the 
treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated,  and  forty-five  thousand  dol- 
lars during  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-eight  for  the

The  People  of  the  State  of  Michigan  enacts  That 
the  State  House  of  Correction  an  1  branch  of  the  State  Prison  in 
the  Upper  Peninsula  shall  be  maintained,  and  in  which  persons 
sentenced  thereto  shall  be  confined,  employed  at  hard  labor,  and 
governed  for  the  purpose  of  punishment  and  reformation,  in  the 
manner  hereinafter  provided. 

Sec.  2.  The  government  and  control  of  said  prison  shall  be 
vested  in  a  board  of  control  to  consist  of  three  members,  to  be 
appointed  by  the  Governor,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of 
Teraa  of  oflice.  the  Senate ;  one  to  serve  for  two  years,  one  to  serve  for  four  years, 
and  one  to  serve  for  six  years,  as  may  be  designated  by  the  Gov- 
ernor at  the  time  of  their  appointment,  and  at  the  expiration  of 
the  term  their  successors  shall  be  appointed  in  like  manner  for 
the  term  of  six  years.  Whenever  a  vacancy  occurs  in  the  board 
otherwise  than  by  the  expiration  of  a  tern:,  such  vacancy  shall  be 
filled  by  the  Governor  for  the  remainder  of  the  term,  by  and  with 
the  advice  of  the  Senate,  if  in  session.

Firsty  To  attend  at  all  times  to  the  wants  of  the  sick  conyicts, 
whether  in  the  hospital  or  in  their  cells,  and  to  bestow  upon  them, 
all  necessary  medical  service; 

Second,  In  company  with  the  hall-master  to  examine  weekly 
the  cells  of  the  conyicts,  for  the  parpose  of  ascertainmg  whether 
they  are  kept  in  a  proper  state  of  cleanliness  and  yentilation,  and 
if  they  are  not  so  kept  to  point  ont  to  said  hall-master  the 
deficiencies,  and  report  the  same  monthly  to  the  board ; 

Third,  To  prescribe  the  diet  of  sick  conyicts,  and  his  directions 
in  relation  thereto  shall  be  strictly  followed;  and  to  be  present  at 
and  superintend  all  corporal  punishments  which  may  be  inflicted 
in  the  prison; 

Fourth,  To  keep  a  daily  record  of  all  admissions  to  the  hos- 
pital, and  of  cases  treated  in  the  cells  or  elsewhere,  indicating  the 
sex,  color,  nativity,  age,  occupation,  habits  of  life,  crime,  period 
of  entrance  and  discharge  from  the  hospital,  and  disease;

Sec  25.  The  board  shall  meet  at  the  prison  as  often  as  once 
in  each  month,  and  as  much  oftener  as  the  proper  control  and 
management  thereof  shall  require.  A  majority  of  the  members 
of  the  board  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of 
business.  The  president  of  the  board  shall  be  the  member  having^ 
the  shortest  time  to  serve.  All  orders  and  resolutions  of  the 
kept,  by  whom,  y^^^^^  gj^^jj  ^  entered  in  its  journal.

In 
making  such  rules  and  regulations  the  board  shall,  as  far  as 
practicable,  consistent  with  the  discipline  of  the  prison,  adopt 
such  as  shall  in  its  judgment  best  conduce  to  the  reformation  of 
convicts.  A  printed  copy  of  the  rules  and  regulations  shall  be 
furnished  to  every  officer  and  guard  at  the  time  he  is  appointed 
and  sworn,  and  so  much  thereof  as  relates  to  the  duties  and  obli- 
gations of  the  convicts  shall  be  hung  up  in  a  conspicuous  place  in 
each  cell  and  shop,  and  such  rules  shall,  so  far  as  practicable,  be 
written  or  printed  in  a  language  known  to  the  convict  occupying 
the  cell.  The  board  shall,  at  its  regular  meetings,  examine  all 
the  different  departments  of  each  prison,  and  inquire  into  all

An  abstract  of  the 
record  in  the  case  of  each  prisoner  remaining  under  the  conirol 
of  the  said  board  shall  be  made  up  semi-annually,  considered  by 
the  board  at  a  regular  meeting,  and  filed  with  the  Secretary  of 
the  State,  which  abstract  shall  show  the  date  of  admission^  the 
age,  the  then  situation,  and  whether  transferred  and  where, 
whether  any,  and  how  much  progress  of  improvement  has  been 
made,  and  the  reason  for  release  or  continued  custody,  as  the  case 
may  be.  The  board  shall  establish  rules  and  regulations  by  which 
the  standing  of  each  prisoner's  account  of  marks  or  credits  shall 
be  made  known  to  him  as  often  as  once  a  month,  and  of tener,  if 
he  shall  at  any  time  request  it,  and  may  make  provision  by  which 
any  prisoner  may  see  and  converse  with  some  one  of  said  board 
once  in  every  two  months.

of  his  conviction,  or  to  his  residence  if  within  the  State :  Pro-  ppotiw  m  to 
vided,  That  no  convict  who  was  not  an  actual  resident  of  the  city  "ty^ML." 
of  Marquette  at  the  time  of  his  conviction  and  sentence,  shall,  qnette. 
daring  the  time  he  is  by  the  above  proviso  in  the  custody  of  the 
warden,  remain  within  the  said  city  of  Marquette  without  the  con- 
Bent  of  said  warden,  and  if  any  such  convict  shall  be  found  drunk 
or  disorderly  within  the  city  before  the  expiration  of  his  full  term 
of  sentence  the  said  warden  may  cause  his  arrest  and  may  confine 
him  in  said  prison  until  the  expiration  of  his  full  term  of  sen- 
tence, subject  to  the  rules  of  discipline  prescribed  for  the  regula- 
tion of  said  prison. 

Sec.  37.    All  prisoners  confined  or  who  may  hereafter  be^con- 
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fined  within  the  prison  shall  be  employed  at  hard  work  exclusively 
in  the  manafactore  of  such  articles  as^  in  the  opinion  of  the  board, 
shall  be  deemed  to  be  for  the  best  interests  of  the  State  or  under 
contract. 

Sec.  38.  The  board  are  required  to  employ  so  many  prisoners 
in  the  prison  as  are  necessary  in  making  all  articles  for  the  various 
institutions  as  far  as  practicable,  and  the  institutions  shall  pay  to 
the  prison  making  such  articles  the  market  price  of  all  such 
articles  furnished. 

Sec.  39.  Whenever  the  board  shall  direct  a  contract  to  be 
made  for  letting  or  hiring  the  labor  of  convicts  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  warden,  under  the  direction  of  the  board,  to  proceed 
to  make  such  contracts  in  the  manner  and  subject  to  conditions 
as  follows : 

Firsts  He  shall  cause  a  notice  to  be  published  in  at  least  one 
daily  papef  in  the  cities  of  Detroit,  Grand  Bapids  and  Jacksen 
and  at  such  other  places  as  the  board  may  direct.  Such  publica- 
tion shall  be  at  least  three  weeks  previous  to  the  day  appointed 
for  letting  the  labor  of  such  convicts,  stating  that  sealed  proposals 
will  be  received  therefor,  and  specifying  the  maximum  number  of 
convicts  whose  labor  is  to  be  let,  the  maximum  length  of  time, 
which  shall  not  exceed  ten  years,  and  the  last  day  on  which  bids 
will  be  received ; 

Second,  The  board  may,  in  its  discretion,  authorize  the  warden 
to  designate  what  articles  or  class  of  articles  shall  be  manu- 
factured ; 

Third,  Bids  shall  specify  the  articles  proposed  to  be  manu- 
factured, the  number  of  convicts  whose  labor  it  is  proposed  to 
hire,  and  the  shop-room  required ; 

Fourth,  Each  bid  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  bond,  with  good 
and  sufficient  sureties  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  board,  and  in 
such  sum  as  they  may  direct,  conditioned  that  in  case  the  bid  is 
accepted  by  the  warden,  the  bidder  will  enter  into  a  contract  in 
pursuance  of  such  bid,  and  execute  a  bond  with  two  or  more 
sureties,  in  a  sum  satisfactory  to  the  board,  conditioned  for  the 
faithful  performance  of  the  contract  on  his  part; 

I^ifth,  The  bids  shall  be  opened  by  the  warden,  in  the  presence 
of  the  board,  at  their  next  meeting  after  the  last  day  specified 
for  receiving  bids,  and  the  convict  labor  shall  be  awarded  to  the 
highest  bidder,  if  the  price  bid,  in  the  judgment  of  the  board, 
be  a  fair  and  reasonable  compensation  for  such  labor,  but  the 
warden,  with  the  approval  of  the  board,  may  reject  any  or  all  bids 
received ; 

Sixth,  If  no  bids  are  received  within  the  time  limited  by  the 
notice  above  required  to  be  published,  or  if  received  and  upon 
being  opened  shall  not  be  satisfactory,  and  for  reason  be  not 
accepted,  the  board  may  at  their  option,  direct  the  warden  to  re-ad- 
vertise the  labor  of  the  convicts,  or  at  anytime  within  six  months 
thereafter,  and  without  further  advertising,  may  authorize  the 
warden  to  receive  bids  for  the  labor  of  not  to  exceed  the  number 
of  convicts  before  advertised :  Provided,  That  except  as  provided 
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in  this  sabdivision,  such  bills  and  the  contract  and  bonds  made 
pursuant  thereto,  shall  be  subject  to  all  of  the  provisions  of  law 
applying  to  bids  received  under  an  advertisement; 

Seventhy  The  contracts  made  by  the  warden  shall  be  in  writing  contracu, 
and  approved  by  the  board,  or  a  majority  of  them,  and  one  copy  Sun'^of!*"* 
shall  be  filed  in  his  office,  but  shall  not  be  executed  by  the  warden 
until  the  bond  given  for  the  performance  of  its  conditions  shall 
have  been  approved  by  the  board ; 

Eighth,  The  State  retains  the  right  over  the  convicts,  whose  state  to  retain 
labor  is  contracted  through  its  officers,  and  reserves  the  right  to  Stc!**°  ^^^^ 
govern  the  convicts,  and  to  change  the  disciplinary  rules,  and  to 
forbid  any  work  or  manner  of  doing  the  same  that  is  injurious  to 
the  health  or  dangerous  to  the  persons  of  the  convicts  or  destruc- 
tive of  the  discipline  of  the  prison.     And  the  board  may  also 
reserve  ao  much  of  the  time  of  the  inmates  as  thoy  may  deem 
proper  for  imparting  instruction.     And  the  warden,  subject  to  the  warden  may 
approval  of  the  board,  may  exclude  from  the  premises  of  the  State  Jrecw?r!et°, 
Prison  any  contractor  or  his  agent  or  employ6  who  may  be  guilty  fromprison/etc. 
of  any  misconduct  in  the  institution ;  these  stipulations  may  be 
inserted  in  every  contract ; 

Ninthy  The  State  shall  have  a  first  lien  upon  all  the  machinery,  state  to  hare 
tools,  stock,  buildings,  appurtenances  and  appliances  used  by  the  cwnery™etc.,  * 
contractor  in  the  conduct  or  pursuit  of  any  business  or  occupation  etc'^ioMabOT* 
in  which  the  labor  of  any  convicts  contracted  for  or  temporarily 
hired  to  such  contractor  is  employed,  as  also  upon  all  manufac- 
tured articles,  the  product  of  such  convict  labor,  which  are  or  may 
be  without  the  workshops,  or  yard,  or  upon  any  premises  of  the 
prison,  as  well  as  upon  such  machinery,  tools,  stock,  appurte- 
nances, appliances  and  manufactured  articles,  wherever  they  or 
any  of  them  may  be  stored  or  kept  by  such  contractor,  for  all 
moneys  due  or  to  become  due  for  labor  by  any  convict  for  said 
contractor,  and  shall  authorize  the  warden  at  any  time  after  such 
money  becomes  due,  to  detain  and  take  into  his  possession  any 
property  covered  by  such  lien  wherever  the  same  may  be  kept  or 
stored  by  such  contractor,  and  to  advertise  and  sell  the  same  by 
giving  at  least  four  weeks'  notice  of  such  sale  in  at  least  four 
papers  published  in  different  parts  of  the  State.  The  provisions 
of  this  subdivision  may  be  inserted  in  every  contract. 

Tenth  J  At  any  sale  made  in  pursuance  to  the  provision  of  the  warden  may 
foregoing  subdivision,  the  warden  may,  with  the  approval  of  the  Baie^o/property 
board,  become  a  bidder  in  the  interest  of  the  State,  for  any  prop-  **'  contractor, 
eity  offered  at  such  sale,  and  if  there  be  any  surplus  arising  from 
such  sale,  after  discharging  the  indebtedness  of  the  State  and  pay- 
ing the  expenses  incident  thereto,  such  surplus  shall  be  placed  to 
the  credit  of  the  contractor  to  whom  the  property  belonged,  or 
be  refunded  to  him  if  the  State  have  no  further  matured  claim 
upon  him. 

Skc.  40.     Convicts  not  employed  under  any  contract  may,  with  convicts  not 
the  approval  of  the  board,  be  employed  by  the  warden  upon  work  ^?ract!*h(m  ^' 
for  the  State  in  such  manner  and  to  such  extent  as   may  be  employed, 
deemed  advantageous,  or  he  may  hire  such  convicts  to  contractors 
42 
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or  others^  temporarily,  at  such  price  as  he  may  deem  proper,  sub- 
ject to  the  approval  of  the  boaM,  but  such  hiring  shall  terminate 
whenever,  in  the  opinion  of  the  board,  the  interest  of  the  prison 
may  require. 

Sbc.  41.  If  the  warden  shall  not  let  the  labor  of  the  convicts 
on  contracts  at  reasonable  rates,  so  that  any  oonsiderable  number 
are  without  employment,  he  may,  under  the  direction  of  the  board, 
with  the  approval  of  the  Governor,  prepare  shop-room,  procure 
simple  and  inexpensive  machinery  and  material,  and  employ  such 
convicts  in  the  manufacture  of  any  article  that,  in  the  opinion  of 
the  board,  can  be  made  in  the  prison  to  advantage  and  profit  for 
the  benefit  of  the  State. 

Sec.  42.  It  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  warden  of  the 
State  Prison,  acting  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  a 
majority  of  the  board  of  the  prison,  and  in  accordance  with  the 
regulations  at  the  time  in  force,  to  make  contracts  for  supplying* 
convict  labor  for  terms  not  exceeding  two  years,  to  parties  whose 
places  of  business  may  be  outside  the  prison  walls,  and  so  located 
that  the  convicts  may  be  conveniently  taken  from  the  prison  in 
the  morning  and  returned  to  the  same  at  night,  at  not  less  than 
one  dollar  per  day  for  each  convict  so  employed :  Provided,  That 
before  any  such  contract  shall  be  executed  the  warden  of  the 
prison  shall  transmit  to  the  board  a  statement  and  estimate,  in 
writing,  showing  what  precautions  are  proposed  to  prevent  the 
escape  of  the  convicts  so  contracted ;  the  extra  expense  of  guards 
and  keepers,  and  of  clothing,  if  any,  by  such  plan;  and  showing 
what  the  profit  and  loss  to  the  State  would  be  by  such  contract  as 
compared  with  the  average  price  paid  for  labor  within  the  prison 
walls,  and  with  the  average  which  he  will  probably  be  able  to  obtain 
for  the  same  during  the  time  for  which  it  is  proposed  to  contract 
the  labor  of  said  convicts :  And  provided  further.  That  it  shall  be 
inserted  as  a  proviso  in  every  such  contract,  that  the  same  may  be 
canceled  at  any  time,  by  a  vote  of  a  majority  of  the  board  of  the 
prison. 

Sec.  43.  If  the  bond,  given  by  any  of  the  contractors  shall,  in 
the  opinion  of  the  board,  become  insufficient  by  reason  of  the  death 
or  insolvency  or  removal  from  the  State  of  any  surety  or  sureties 
thereto,  or  for  any  other  cause,  the  board  may,  by  an  order  entered 
in  its  records,  require  a  new  bond  with  sufficient  sureties,  and  in 
amount  approved  by  the  board  to  be  executed  and  delivered  by  the 
contractor.  And  failure  to  execute  and  deliver  such  new  bond 
within  ten  days  after  notice  of  such  order  served  on  such  con- 
tractor, or  his  agent  or  overseer  at  the  prison,  shall  authorize  the 
board  to  annul  such  contractor's  contract. 

Sbo.  44.  Whenever  the  warden  or  the  board  shall  deem  it 
necessary  for  the  healthy  discipline  or  interest  of  any  convict  to 
do  so,  such  convict  may  be  transferred  from  one  kind  of  work 
to  any  other  kind  of  work  in  the  prison,  as  the  warden  or  the 
board  shall  from  time  to  time  direct,  and  no  such  transfer  shall 
affect  or  be  deemed  a  violation  of  any  contract. 

Seo.  45*    The  convicts  which  have  been  or  may  be  sentenced 
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to  solitary  confinemeut  in  the  State  Prison  at  hard  labor  for  life  convicts  sen- 
may  be  released  from  solitary  confinement  and  employed  as  other  ta^^^t" 
convicts  are  whenever  and  for  such  times  as  the  board  may  by  SSpioyelTetc 
resolution  direct;  and  the  board  is  authorized  to  allow  such  con- 
victs, under  such  restrictions  as  it  may  deem  necessary  and  proper, 
to  correspond  with  near  relatives  and  friends. 

Sbg.  46.    All  convicts  other  than  such  as  are  confined  in  soli-  convicts  to  be 
tude  for  misconduct  in  the  prison  shall  be  kept  constantly  em-  ithmriuS^^ 
ployed  at  hard  labor  at  not  to  exceed  ten  hours  a  day  (Sundays 
excepted ),  unless  incapable  of  working  by  reason  of  sickness  or 
other  infirmity.     Whenever  there  shall  be  a  sufBcient  number  of  Prisoners  to  be 
cells  in  the  prison  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  warden  to  keep  the  pris-  Jeiu."***^^  *° 
oners  singly  in  a  cell  at  night,  and  also  during  the  daytime  when 
unemployed. 

Sbc.  47.     The  keepers  shall  preserve  proper  discipline  among  Punishment  of 
the  convicts  under  their  charge,  and  the  warden  or  deputy  warden  ^°^®^"* 
may  punish  them  for  misconduct  in  such  manner  and  under  such 
regulations  as  shall  be  adopted  by  the  board:  Provided,   That  ProviMx 
punishment  by  showering  with  cold  water,  or  whipping  with  the 
lash  on  the  bare  body,  shall  in  no  case  be  allowed;  and  the  warden 
or  deputy  shall,  as  soon  as  the  next  day  after  inflicting  punish- 
ment on  any  convict,  enter  in  a  book  to  be  kept  for  that  purpose 
a  written  memorandum  thereof  signed  by  him,  stating  the  offense 
committed,  and  the  kind  and  extent  of  the  punishment  inflicted, 
bat  in  no  case  shall  any  punishment  be  brutal  or  inhuman. 

Seo.  48.     When  several  convicts  combined,  or  one   convict  when  officers  to 
alone,  shall  offer  violence  to  any  officer  or  guard  of  the  prison,  meansfoVseif^ 
or  to  any  other  convict  or  person,  or  do,  or  attempt  to  do  any  defense, 
injury  to  the  building,  or  any  workshop,  or  to  any  appurtenances 
thereof,  or  attempt  to  escape,  or  resist  or  disobey  any  reasonable 
command,  the  officers  of  the  prison  shall  use  all  suitable  means 
to  defend  themselves,  to  enforce  the  observance  of  discipline,  to 
secure  the  persons  of  offenders,  and  to  prevent  any  such  attempt 
to  escape.     But  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  not  be  pub- 
lished in  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  prison,  and  shall  not 
be  posted  up  in  the  oells  therein. 

Sbc.  49.    No  spirituous  or  fermented  liquor  shall,  on  any  pre-  spirituous 
tense  whatever,  be  sold  in  the  prison,  or  in  any  building  appur-  ^w!*'  ^^^  ^  ^ 
tenant  thereto,  or  on  the  land  granted  to  the  State  for  the  use 
and  benefit  of  the  prison ;  and  no  such  liquors  shall  be  given  to,  when  not 
or  suffered  to  be  used  by,  any  convict  or  employ^  in  the  prison,  wnvictL!**  ^^ 
unless  he  is  sick,  and  then  only  under  the  special  direction  of  the 
physician;  and  no  tobacco  shall  be  allowed  to  be  used  by  any  con-  ^'^J*'  to»>*cco 
vict,  except  under  order  of  the  physician,  in  writing,  which  shall  ^^ 
name  the  convict,  and  limit  the  time  for  which  the  privilege  is 
granted. 

Ssc.  50.    All  books  of  account,  registers,  and  other  docu- Books,  regis- 
ments  and  papers  relating  to  the  affairs  of  the  prisons  shall  be  phenyl*  '^^^^'^ 
considered  public  property,  and  shall  remain  therein,  and  the  Reports  to  be 
warden  shall  preserve  at  least  one  set  of  copies  of  all  official  re-  p'®"*'^*'^ 
ports  made  to  the  Qovernor  respecting  said  prison,  and  a  set  of 
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similar  reports  in  relation  to  the  prisons  of  other  States,  so  far 
as  he  shall  be  able  to  obtain  the  same ;  and  to  accomplish  this 
purpose,  there  shall  be  printed  biennially,  for  the  use  of  the 
prison,  two  hundred  ex^ra  copies  of  the  report  of  the  board,  one 
hundred  of  which  shall  be  supplied  to  the  warden,  for  exchange 
with  prisons  of  other  States,  and  he  shall  biennially  transmit  to 
each  of  the  State  prisons  in  the  United  States  one  copy  of  such 
report. 

S£0.  51.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  warden  and  deputy  warden 
to  see  that  rigid  economy  is  practiced  in  all  matters  pertaining  to 
the  prison,  and  in  the  employment  of  prisoners,  and  that  dupli- 
cate receipts  be  taken  for  all  expenditures  made  by  them  on 
account  of  the  prison,  one  copy  of  which  shall  be  sent  to  the 
Auditor  General's  office  monthly. 

Sec.  52.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  to  examine  and 
audit,  before  payment,  all  bills  and  accounts  of  this  prison  at  least 
monthly,  to  enter  a  strict  account  of  the  same  in  its  books,  and 
after  the  same  shall  haye  been  examined,  entered,  and  audited, 
they  shall  be  transmitted  by  the  board  to  the  Auditor  General.

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  sheriff  of  every  county  in 
which  any  criminal  shall  be  sentenced  to  confinement  in  this  prison 
to  cause  such  convict  to  be  removed  from  the  county  jail  within 
forty -eight  hours  after  sentence,  conveyed  to  the  said  prison  and 
delivered  to  the  warden  thereof. 

Sec.  56.  The  fees  and  actual  expenses  of  sheriffs  in  conveying 
convicts  to  this  prison  shall  be  made  out  in  a  bill  containing  the 
items  thereof,  and  shall  be  presented  to  the  warden  when  the  pris- 
oner is  delivered  at  the  prison.  The  warden  shall  certify  on  it 
that  the  prisoner  has  been  received,  and  the  bill,  including  the 
sheriff's  actual  expenses  in  returning  to  the  county  from  whence 
the  prisoner  was  sent,  shall  be  audited  by  the  Auditor  General  and 
paid  from  the  State  treasury.  Before  drawing  his  warrant  the 
Auditor  General  shall  correct  any  errors  in  said  bill  as  to  form, 
items  or  amount,  and  the  sheriff  shall  be  paid  for  such  services, 
his  actual  traveling  expenses  and  the  expenses  of  the  convict,  and 
the  sum  of  (13.00)  three  dollars  for  each  and  every  day  so  em- 
ployed. 

Sec.  57.  When  any  convict  shall  be  delivered  to  the  warden  of 
the  prison,  the  officer  having  such  convict  in  his  chttrge  shall  de- 
liver to  such  warden  the  certified  copy  of  the  sentence  received  by 
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such  officer  from  the  clerk  of  the  court,  and  shall  take  from  snch 
ipv'arden  a  certificate  of  the  delivery  of  such  convict;  and  such  cer- 
tified copy  of  the  sentence  of  any  convict  shall  be  evidence  of  the 
facts  therein  contained. 

Sbc.  58.    No  person,  without  the  consent  of  the  warden,  shall  Letters,  etc, 
bring  into  or  carry  out  of  the  prison  any  letter  or  writing,  or  any  vey^tooTSom 
information  to  or  from  any  convict ;  and  whoever  shall  violate  convict,  etc. 
the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misde- 
meanor. 

Sbc.  59.  The  following  persons  shall  be  authorized  to  visit  the  wno  may  Tiiit 
prison  at  pleasure,  namely:  The  Governor,  Lieutenant  Governor.  ^'^■**°' 
members  of  the  legislature.  State  officers,  the  judges  of  the  su- 
preme and  circuit  courts,  prosecuting  attorneys,  sheriffs,  members 
and  officers  of  any  board  authorized  by  law  to  visit  the  same,  and 
all  regular  officiating  ministers  of  the  gospel ;  and  no  other  per- 
son shall  be  permitted  to  go  within  the  walls  of  the  prison  where 
convicts  shall  be  confined,  except  by  special  permission  of  the 
warden,  or  under  such  regulations  as  the  board  shall  prescribe. 

Sbc.  60.     It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  board  to  establish  uniform  J^^o/^g'JJJJ^* 
rules  for  the  admission  of  visitors  within  the  prison,  and  they  may 
prescribe  a  reasonable  sum,  not  less  than  fifty  cents,  to  be  charged 
each  individual  for  one  admission :  Provided,  That  no  ticket  of  Proviao. 
admission  shall  be  sold  to  any  person  known  to  have  served  a  term 
in  this  or  any  other  prison,  or  to  any  person  intoxicated  or  under 
the  influence  of  liquor,  or  disorderly  person,  or  to  any  person  known 
to  the  prison  officials  or  in  police  circles  as  a  "crook  *'  or  prosti- 
tute.    The  warden  shall  procure  suitable  tickets,  which  shall  be  Money  receiyed 
sold  by  the  clerk,  who  shall  keep  an  account  of  such  sales,  and  t?ckS?how  dii- 
pay  over  the  money  received  to  the  warden  daily.     The  gate-  posed  oV. 
keeper  at  the  prison  entrance  shall  receive  the  tickets  and  shall 
deliver  them  to  the  warden  each  day  before  the  prison  is  closed. 
It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  to  appropriate  annually  out  of 
fees  received  from  visitors  the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars  in  the 
purchase  of  books  for  said  prison  for  the  use  of  said  convicts. 

Sbc.  61.  If  any  convict  confined  in  the  prison  shall  be  con-  convicts  may  bo 
sidered  an  important  witness  in  behalf  of  the  people  of  this  State,  totewS^'Eow*. 
or  for  the  defendant,  upon  any  criminal  prosecution  against  any 
other  person,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  any  officer  or  court  author- 
ized by  law  to  allow  writs  of  habeas  corpus,  upon  the  affidavit  of 
the  prosecuting  attorney,  or  other,  showing  to  the  satisfaction  of 
such  court  or  officer  that  such  convict  is  a  material  and  important 
witness  on  the  trial  of  the  cause  to  grant  a  habeas  corpus  for  the 
purpose  of  bringing  such  convict  before  the  proper  court  to  tes- 
tify upon  such  prosecution.  And  in  every  case  where  a  convict 
shall  be  removed  from  the  prison  to  testify  on  any  trial  as  pro- 
vided in  this  section,  he  shall  be  securely  kept  in  the  jail  of  the 
county  to  which  he  shall  have  been  removed,  subject  only  to  be 
taken  into  court  to  testify  on  such  trial,  and  after  his  testimony 
shall  have  been  given  he  shall  be  by  the  sheriff  of  the  county 
forthwith  returned  to  the  prison,  there  to  serve  out  the  remainder 
of  his  term. 
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Sec.  62.  A  school  shall  be  maintained  in  the  prison  for  the 
instruction  of  convicts  confined  therein.  It  shall  be  condacted 
under  such  regulations  as  may  be  approved  by  the  board. 

Sec.  63.  In  case  any  pestilence  or  contagious  disease  shall 
break  out  among  the  prisoners  in  the  prison,  or  in  the  vicinity  of 
the  prisouj  the  board  may  cause  the  convicts  therein  to  be  removed 
to  some  suitable  place  of  security,  where  such  of  them  as  may  be 
sick  shall  receive  all  necessary  care  and  medical  attendance,  and 
such  convicts  shall  be  returned  as  soon  as  it  may  be  safe  to  do  so 
to  the  prison,  and  there  confined  according  to  their  respective  sen- 
tences, if  the  same  be  unexpired. 

Sec.  64.  Whenever,  by  reason  of  the  prison  or  any  building 
contiguous  or  near  to  either  prison  being  on  fire,  there  shall  be 
reason  to  apprehend  that  the  convicts  therein  may  be  injured  or 
endangered  by  such  fire,  or  may  escape,  the  warden  may  remove 
such  convicts  to  some  safe  and  convenient  place,  and  there  con- 
fine them  so  long  as  may  be  necessary  to  avoid  the  danger. 

Sec.  65.  If  any  of  the  shops  or  buildings  are  destroyed  or  in- 
jured by  fire,  they  may  be  rebuilt  or  repaired  immediately  under 
the  direction  of  the  board,  and  with  the  approval  of  the  Gov- 
nmor,  and  the  expense  thereof  paid  from  the  State  treasury. 
The  money  for  this  purpose  will  be  drawn  from  the  State  treas- 
ury, and  accounted  for  in  the  manner  now  provided  by  law. 

Sec.  66.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Auditor  General  to  examine 
and  audit  the  accounts  of  the  warden,  and  to  lay  a  statement 
thereof  before  the  legislature  at  each  regular  session  thereof. 

Sec.  67.  Whenever  any  convict  shall  escape  from  the  prison 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  warden  to  take  all  proper  measures  for 
the  apprehension  of  such  convict,  and  for  that  purpose  he  may 
offer  a  reward,  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars,  for  the  apprehension 
and  delivery  of  such  convict ;  but  with  the  consent  of  the  board 
such  reward  may  be  increased  to  a  sum  not  exceeding  five  hun- 
dred dollars.  All  suitable  rewards  and  other  sums  of  money, 
necessarily  paid  for  advertising  and  apprehending  any  convict 
who  may  escape  from  prison^  shall  be  audited  by  the  Auditor  Gen- 
eral and  paid  out  of  the  State  treasury.  If  any  prisoner  shall  be 
retaken,  the  time  between  the  escape  and  his  recommittal  shall 
not  be  computed  as  part  of  the  term  of  imprisonment,  but  he 
shall  remain  in  the  prison  a  suflScient  length  of  time  f^ter  the 
term  of  his  sentence  would  have  expired  if  he  had  not  escaped 
to  equal  the  period  of  time  he  may  have  been  absent  by  reason  of 
such  escape. 

Sec.  68.  When  any  convict  shall  be  discharged  from  prison, 
by  pardon  or  otherwise,  the  warden  shall  furnish  such  convict 
with  clothing,  if  he  be  not  already  provided  for,  not  exceeding 
ten  dollars  in  value,  and  such  sum  of  money,  not  exceeding  ten 
dollars,  as  the  warden  may  deem  necessary  and  proper;  and  the 
board  may,  in  its  discretion,  furnish  such  convict  with  a  further 
sum  of  money,  not  exceeding  fifteen  dollars,  whenever,  in  the 
opinion  of  the  board,  the  necessities  of  the  convict  are  such  as  re- 
quire the  same.    The  warden  shall  also  allow  and  pay  to  the 
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convict  such  snm  as  such  conyict  may  earn  by  doing  overwork 
for  the  contractors,  under  such  regulations  as  the  board  may  pre- 
scribe, such  overwork  to  be  charged  and  collected  of  the  con- 
tractors in  the  same  manner  as  the  regular  labor  of  the  convicts : 
Provided,  That  instead  of  paying  to  a  discharged  convict  any  pronao. 
moneys  due  him  for  overwork,  or  the  sum  of  ten  dollars  or  under, 
above  allowed,  the  warden  may,  in  his  discretion,  expend  said 
money  and  allowance,  or  such  portion  thereof  as  may  be  necessary, 
in  paying  the  fare  of  said  convict  to  his  home,  or  place  of  destina- 
tion, or  to  the  State  agent  for  discharged  convicts. 

Sbc.  69.  Whenever  any  contractor  shall  become  indebted  to  Liens  tor  con- 
the  State  under  a  contract  for  convict  labor,  made  with  the  proper  V^m^kti^'' 
officers  of  the  prison,  whether  such  contract  was  made  in  accord-  tractoItoM- 
ance  with  the  provisions  of  the  statute  relating  thereto  or  not,  main  good,  etc. 
the  Pen  of  the  State  upon  the  machinery,  tools,  stock,  buildings, 
appurtenances,  and  appliances  used  by  such  contractor  in  the 
conduct  or  pursuit  of  any  business  or  occupation  in  which  the 
labor  of  any  convict  contracted  for  or  temporarily  hired  to  such 
contractor  is  employed,  as  also  the  products  of  such  convict  labor 
which  are  or  may  be  within  the  workshops  or  yard,  or  upon  any 
premises  of  the  prison,  as  well  as  upon  such  machinery,  tools, 
stock,  appurtenances,  appliances  and  manufactured  articles 
wherever  they,  or  any  of  them,  may  be  stored  or  kept  by  such 
contractor,  for  all  moneys  due  or  to  become  due  for  labor  by  any 
or  all  convicts  for  said  contractor,  shall  be  the  same,  and  shall  be 
enforced  in  the  same  manner  by  the  warden  as  though  all  of  said 
provisions  had  been  fully  complied  with,  and  the  sureties  upon 
any  bond  given 'for  the  performance  of  such  contract  shall  be 
liable  to  the  extent  of  and  indebtedness  to  the  State  incurred 
under  sach  contract  as  fully,  and  to  the  same  extent,  as  though 
the  provisions  of  the  law  prescribing  the  manner  of  making  con- 
tracts for  the  labor  of  convicts  had  been  fully  complied  with. 

Sec.  70.     Whenever,  in  the  judgment  of  the  board,  the  interest  contractor  may 
of  the  State  will  be  protected  thereby,  the  board  may  require  any  JngJ^S^propeity, 
contractor  to  secure,  in  such  insurance  company  or  companies  as  etc. 
it  shall  deem  reliable,  insarance  on  such  or  all  of  the  property  or 
material  of  such  contractor  as,  under  the  terms  of  his  contract, 
the  State  has  a  lien  upon,  and  such  insurance  shall  be  for  the 
amount  prescribed  by  the  board,  and  payable  to  the  warden  of 
the  prison. 

Sxc.  71.    That  any  convict  now  or  hereafter  confined  in  this  punishment  of

AN  ACT  to  provide  for  an  Independent  Forestry  Commission  of 
the  State  of  Michigan  and  to  define  its  duties  and  powers  and 
to  provide  for  the  expense  thereof. 

Section  1.  The  People  of  the  State  of  Michigan  enact,  That 
the  members  of  the  State  Board  of  Agriculture  are  hereby  consti- 
tuted a  commission  to  be  known  as  an  Independent  Forestry  Com- 
mission. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  Forestry  Commission  to  in- 
stitute an  inquiry  into  the  extent  to  which  the  forests  of  Michigan 
are  being  destroyed  by  fires,  used  by  wasteful  cutting  for  con- 
sumption or  for  the  purpose  of  clearing  lands  for  tillage  or  past- 
urage. Also  as  to  the  effect  of  the  diminution  of  the  wooded 
surface  of  the  land  upon  ponds,  rivers  and  water  power  of  the 
Sta^e,  and  in  disturbing  and  deteriorating  the  natural  conditions 
of  the  climate.  Also  as  to  the  protection  of  denuded  regions, 
stump  and  swamp  lands. 

Sec.  3.  Said  commission  shall  make  report  of  the  results  of 
their  inquiries  to  the  Governor  of  the  State,  together  with  such 
legislation  as  seems  to  them  expedient  to  propose  to  preserve  and 
restore  the  forest  wealth  of  the  State,  sixty  days  before  the  as- 
sembling of  the  legislature  for  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and 
eighty- nine,  and  the  State  printer,  under  the  direction  of  said 
commission,  shall  cause  to  be  printed  as  many  copies  of  said  re- 
port for  distribution  as  they  may  deem  expedient. 

Sec.  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  supervisor  of  each  town- 
ship, on  or  before  the  first  Monday  of  June,  eighteen  hundred  and 
eighty-eight,  to  make  a  careful  estimate  of  the  area  and  condi- 
tion as  to  the  stage  of  growth,  density  and  character  of  forest 
land  in  their  several  towns.  Also  the  area  and  waste  of  barren 
land  on  which  valuable  forest  trees  might  be  grown,  and  report 
the  same  to  the  Forestry  Commission.  A  consolidated  summary 
of  these  returns  by  counties,  and  of  the  information  as  to  the 
same  matter  otherwise  gathered  by  said  commission,  shall  be  in- 
cluded in  the  annual  report. 

Sec.  5.  The  supervisor  of  every  township  as  aforesaid  and  in 
which  a  forest  fire  of  more  than  one  acre  in  extent  has  occurred 
within  a  year,  shall  report  to  the  Forestry  Commission  the  extent  of

area  burned  over,  to  the  best  of  his  information^  together  with  the 
probable  amount  of  property  destroyed,  specifying  the  value  of 
timber,  as  near  as  may  be,  and  amount  of  cord- wood,  logs,  bark  or 
other  forest  product;  also  fencing,  bridges  and  buildings  that 
have  been  burned.  They  shall  also  make  inquiries  and  report  as 
to  the  cause  of  these  fires,  if  they  can  be  ascertained,  and  as  to  the 
measures  employed  and  found  most  effective  in  checking  their 
progress.  A  summary  of  these  returns  by  counties,  and  of  the 
information  otherwise  gathered  by  said  commission,  shall  be  in- 
cluded in  their  annual  report.  Blanks  for  the  reports  required 
in  this  act  shall  be  furnished  by  the  Forestry  Commission  to  the 
several  townships  at  the  expense  of  the  State. 

Sec.  6.  The  said  Commission  shall  serve  without  compensa-  compenution 
tion,  but  a  sum  not  exceeding  one  thousand  dollars  is  hereby  ap-  o'Commisiion. 
propriated  to  pay  the  necessary  expenses  incurred  in  collecting 
the  information  required  by  this  act  to  be  ascertained  by  said  Com- 
mission, to  be  paid  for  by  the  State  Treasurer,  upon  the  warrant 
of  the  Auditor  General,  out  of  any  funds  not  otherwise  appro- 
priated.

Sec.  6626.  Any  person  claiming  the  legal  or  equitable  title  to  buis  to  quiet 
lands,  whether  in  possession  or  not,  may  institute  a  suit  in  chan-  ^"®  ^  ^*^- 
eery  against  any  other  person,  not  in  possession,  setting  up  a 
claim  thereto  in  opposition  to  the  title  claimed  by  the  com- 
plainant, and  if  the  complainant  shall  establish  his  title  to  such 
lands,  the  defendant  shall  be  decreed  to  release  to  the  complainant 
all  claims  thereto,  and  pay  costs,  unless  the  defendant  shall,  by 
his  answer,  disclaim  all  title  to  such  lands  and  give  a  release  to 
the  complainant,  in  which  case  costs  shall  be  awarded  as  the 
court  may  deem  just.

AN  ACT  to  amend  section  fifteen  of  article  four  of  act  number 
one  hundred  and  ninety-eight,  session  laws  of  eighteen  hun- 
dred and  seventy-three,  entitled  *'  An  act  to  revise  the  laws 
providing  for  the  incorporation  of  railroad  companies,  and  to 
regulate  the  running  and  management  and  fix  the  duties  and 
liabilities  of  all  railroad  and  other  corporations  owning  or 
operating  any  railroad  in  this  State,  and  the  several  acts 
amendatory  thereof,'^  being  compiler's  section  three  thousand 
three  hundred  and  seventy-seven  of  Howell's  Annotated  Stat- 
utes, as  amended  by  act  number  two  hundred  and  thirty-four, 
public  acts  of  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-five,  approved  June 
ten,  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-five. 

Section  1.  The  People  of  the  State  of  Michigan  enact,  That 
section  fifteen  of  article  four  of  act  number  one  hundred  and 
ninety-eight,  session  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-three, 
entitled  "  An  act  to  revise  the  laws  providing  for  the  incorpora- 
tion of  railroad  companies,  and  to  regulate  the  running  and  man- 
agement, and  fix  the  duties  and  liabilities  of  all  railroad  and 
other  corporations  owning  or  operating  any  railroad  in  this  State, 
and  the  several  acts  amendatory  thereof,"  being  compiler's  sec- 
tion three  thousand  three  hundred  and  seventy-seven  of  Howell's 
Annotated  Statutes,  as  amended  by  act  number  two  hundred  and 
thirty- four,  public  acts  of  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-five,  be 
and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

(§3377.)  Sec.  16,  Every  railroad  company  formed  under  this 
act  or  any  former  act,  and  every  corporation  owning  or  operating 
any  such  railroad,  shall  erect  and  maintain  in  effective  condition 
of  repair  fences  on  each  side  of  the  right  of  way  to  their 
respective  roads,  as  hereinafter  provided.  A  legal  railroad  fence 
shall  not  be  less  than  four  and  one-half  feet  high,  and  shall  be 
made  of  boards  and  posts  in  combination  as  follows :  The  boards 
to  be  of  pine  or  hemlock,  six  inches  in  width  and  sixteen  feet  in 
length ;  the  posts  to  be  of  cedar,  tamarack  or  oak,  not  less  than 
seven  feet  in  length  and  six  inches  in  diameter,  to  be  set  not  less 
than  two  and  one-half  feet  in  the  ground  at  a  distance  apart  not 
less  than  eight  feet  from  center  to  center.  First  a  board  shall  be 
nailed  to  the  posts  close  to  the  ground;  five  inches  above  such 
first  board,  a  second ;  six  inches  above  the  second,  a  third ;  six 
inches  above  the  third,  a  fourth ;  six  inches  above  the  fourth,  a 
fifth ;  all  to  be  capped  with  a  like  board  securely  nailed  to  the 
fifth  board  and  to  the  posts.  All  the  boards  to  be  firmly  nailed 
to  the  posts  with  not  less  than  two  eight  or  ten-penny  [fence]  nails 
at  each  post.  Or  it  may  be  constructed  of  posts,  boards  and  wire 
in  combination  as  follows :  The  posts  shall  be  of  cedar,  tamarack 
or  oak,  not  less  than  seven  feet  in  length  and  six  inches  m  diam- 
eter, to  be  set  not  less  than  two  and  one-half  feet  in  the  ground, 
at  a  distance  apart  of  not  more  than  eight  feet  from  center  to 
center.  At  a  height  of  sixteen  inches  from  the  ground  a  pine  or 
hemlock  fence  board  six  inches  in  width,  and  seven  inches  above 
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such  first  pine  or  hemlock  board,  second  of  the  same  width, 
both  boards  to  be  firmly  nailed  to  the  post  with  two  eight  or  teu- 
penny  [fence]  nails  at  each  post.  At  the  height  of  five  inches  from 
the  ^onnd  a  barbed  fence  wire,  and  at  ten  inches  from  the 
ground  a  second  barbed  wire;  forty-four  inches  from  the  ground, 
or  nine  inches  from  the  second  pine  or  hemlock  board,  a  third 
barbed  wire;  and  fifty-three  inches  from  the  ground,  or  nine 
inches  above  the  third  barbed  wire,  a  flat  Brinkerhoof  strip,  or 
some  other  metallic  strand  of  similar  pattern ;  or  it  may  be  con- 
structed with  such  posts  and  set  as  above  described  and  made 
as  follows :  At  a  height  of  four  inches  from  the  ground  a  barbed 
fence  wire;  at  nine  inches  from  the  ground  a  second  barbed 
wire;  at  fourteen  inches  from  the  ground  a  third  barbed  wire ;  at 
twenty  inches  from  the  ground  a  fourth  barbed  wire;  at  twenty - 
eight  inches  from  the  ground  a  fifth  barbed  wire ;  at  thirty-seveu 
inches  from  the  ground  a  sixth  barbed  wire ;  at  forty-eight  inches 
from  the  ground  a  six-inch  pine  or  hemlock  fence- board,  capped 
with  a  six-inch  pine  or  hemlock  fence-board.-  Such  wires  and 
strips  to  be  properly  strained,  and  the  posts  sufficiently  braced 
wherever  necessary  to  prevent  the  wires  from  becoming  loose  or 
sagging,  and  the  wires  to  be  securely  fastened  to  the  posts  with 
sufficient  staples.  All  inequalities  of  the  ground  under  the 
fence  to  be  surfaced  and  leveled  so  that  no  animals  can  pass  under 
the  lower  strand :  Provided ,  Axlj  railroad  company  that  has  proviio. 
already  erected  fences  along  the  line  of  its  right  of  way  may 
allow  the  same  to  remain  until  otherwi^^  ordered  by  the  Com- 
missioner of  Bailroads ;  but  in  such  case  said  railroad  company  company  lubie 
or  corporation  shall  be  liable  for  all  damages  done  to  animals  or  etc.^*™**®"' 
stock  coming  upon  its  right  of  way  through  or  over  such  fence, 
but  on  the  trial  of  any  action  for  damages,  if  it  shall  be  shown 
that  the  fence  through  or  over  which  such  animals  or  stock 
entered  upon  such  right  of  way  was  four  feet  in  height  and 
otherwise  equal  in  strength  and  sufficiency  to  turn  animals  or 
stock,  to  the  fence  provided  for  in  this  act,  then  no  damages  shall 
be  recovered.  Such  right  of  way  fences  shall  be  provided  with  connecting 
suitable  connecting  fences  and  cattle-guards  at  all  highways  and  ^«ieJguardB, 
street  crossings,  which  shall  at  all  times  be  kept  in  effective 
repair  and  sufficient  to  prevent  stock  of  all  kinds  from  passing 
upon  the  track  of  the  railroad  at  such  highway  or  street  cross- 
ings. Convenient  farm  crossings  shall  also  be  coifstructed  by  Farm  crosBinga 
any  such  railroad  corporation  across  the  right  of  way  and  track  *°*  ^^*^' 
of  its  railroad,  with  the  necessary  gates  or  bars  therefor  as  the 
owner  or  occupant  of  the  premises  may  elect,  at  the  sides  of  the 
right. of  way,  which  said  gates  or  bars  shall  be  of  sufficient

Section  1.     The  People  of  the  State  of  Michigan  enact.  That  Timein  wuch 
no  person  shall  catch  or  take  from  any  lake,  river,  or  stream  of  Se^Sught^pur/ 
this  State,  by  any  means  whatever,  any  speckled  trout  or  land-  chased,  etc. 
locked  salmon  from  the  first  day  of  September  in  each  year  until 
the  first  day  of  May  following  thereafter ;  nor  shall  any  person 
catch  or  take  grayling  or  California  trout,  by  any  means  whatso- 
ever, from  any  such  lake,  river,  or  stream,  from  the  first  day  of 
November  in  each  year    until  the  first  day  of  June  following 
thereafter;  nor  shall  any  person  purchase,  buy  or  sell  any  such 
fish  during  said  prohibited  time.     In  all  prosecutions  under  this  PosBeMion  of 
section  it  shall  be  prima  facie  suflBcient  on  the  part  of  the  people  SSce^*^  *^* 
to  show  that  the  defendant  was  found  in  possession  of  any  such 
fish  at  any  time  within  the  period  when  the  catching  or  taking  of 
such  fish  is  prohibited  as  aforesaid.    It  shall  be  lawful,  however,  permiti  to 
for  the  State  Board  of  Fish  Commissioners  to  give  permits  in  writ-  ^^ot^ln^ 
ing  to  any  person  to  catch  or  take  any  such  fish  in  such  manner  g^tion.

or  device  which  has  a  tendency  to  stupefy  the  fish;  nor  shall  any 
person  or  persons  take^  catch  or  kill,  or  attempt  to  tf^ey  catch  or 
kill  by  spearing  any  fish  during  the  months  of  March,  April,  May 
and  June  in  any  of  the  waters  of  this  State,  except  Lakes  Michi- 
gan, Superior,  Huron,  Saint  Clair,  and  Erie,  and  in  Saginaw  Bay; 
nor  shall  any  person  catch  or  take  any  fish  with  seines,  pound 
nets,  gill  nets,  or  any  species  of  nets,  in  any  of  the  waters  of  the 
State,  except  Lakes  Michigan,  Superior,  Huron  and  Erie,  and  bays 
and  harbors  connected  with  said  lakes,  Saginaw  Bay  and  the  Sault 
Ste.  Marie,  Saint  Glair,  Saginaw  and  Detroit  rivers,  nor  shall  any 
speckled  or  brook  trout  or  grayling  be  caught,  taken  or  killed  at 
any  time  in  any  manner  except  by  hook  and  line :  Provided^  It 
shall  not  be  lawful  to  take,  catch,  or  kill  any  fish  in  the  Saint 
Glair  river  from  and  after  Janu&ry  one,  eighteen  hundred  and 
eighty-nine,  in  any  manner  whatsoever,  excepting  by  hook  and 
line:  And  provided  furtlisr,  That  it  shall  not  be  lawful,  at  any 
time  herei^ter,  to  take,  catch  or  kill  or  destroy,  or  attempt  to 
take,  catch  or  kill  or  destroy,  any  minnows  or  small  fry  fish  in 
any  of  the  waters  of  this  State,  for  other  purposes  than  for  fish 
bait.  Nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  as  prohibiting  sole 
owners  of  fish  ponds  from  fishing  therein  as  they  may  think 
proper,  nor  as  preventing  the  Board  of  Fish  Commissioners  of  this 
State  from  taking  fish  for  breeding  purposes  at  any  time.

ination  in  orthography,  reading,  writing,  grammar,  geography, 
arithmetic,  theory  and  art  of  teaching.  United  States  history, 
civil  governmeut,  and  physiology  and  hygiene  with  particular 
reference  to  the  effects  of  alcoholic  drinks,  stimulants,  and  nar- 
cotics upon  the  human  system.    All  certificates  shall  be  signed 
hy  the  secretary  and  chairman  of  said  board.     No  person  shall  be  who  may  be  em- 
considered  a  qualified  teacher  within  the  meaning  of  the  school  f^Jewf 
45 
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law,  nor  shall  any  school  officer  employ  or  contract  with  any  per- 
son to  teach  in  any  of  the  public  schools  who  has  not  a  certificate 
in  force  granted  by  the  board  of  school  examiners  of  the  county 
or  other  lawful  authority:  Provided^  That  all  examination 
questions  shall  be  prepared  and  furnished  by  the  Superintendent 
of  Public  Instruction  to  said  secretary^  under  seal,  to  be  opened 
before  the  applicants  for  certificates  on  the  day  of  examination. 

Sso.  5.     There  shall  be  three  grades  of  certificates  granted  by 
the  board  of  school  examiners,  in  its  discretion,  and  subject  to 
such  rules  and  regulations  as   the  Superintendent  of    Public 
Instruction  may  prescribe,  which  grades  of  certificates  shall  be 
as  follows :    The  certificate  of  the  first  grade  shall  be  granted 
only  to  those  who  shall  have  taught  at  least  one  year  with  ability 
and  saccess,  and  it  shall  be  yalid  throughout  the  State  for  three 
years:     Provided,  That  ncf  first  grade  certificate  shall  be  yalid  in 
any  county  other  than  that  in  which  it  was  issued  unless  a  copy 
of  said  certificate  is  filed  with  the  secretary  of  the  county  bo£uxl 
of  examiners  of  the  county  in  which  the  holder  of  said  certificate 
desires  to  teach.     The  certificate  of  the  second  grade  shall  be 
granted  only  to  those  who  shall  have  taught  at  least  six  months 
with  ability  and  success,  and  it  shall  be  yalid  throughout  the 
county  for  which  it  shall  be  granted  for  two  years.    The  certifi- 
cate of  the  third  grade  shall  license  the  holder  thereof  to  teach 
in  the  county  for  which  it  shall  be  granted  for  one  year:     JPrch- 
vided,  That  the  secretary  of  the  board  of  school  examiners,  or  any 
other  member  of  the  board  authorized  by  said  secretary,  shall 
haye  power,  upon  personal  examination  satisfactory  to  himself, 
and  subject  to  such  rules  and  regulations  as  the  board  of  school 
examiners  may  establish,  to  grant  special  certificates,  which  shall 
license  the  holder  thereof  to  teach  in  a  specified  district  for  which

Fifth,  To  keep  a  record  of  all  certificates  granted^  suspended 
or  revoked  by  the  boards  showing  to  whom  issued^  together  with 
the  date^  grade^  and  duration  of  each  certificate,  and  if  suspended 
or  revoked,  the  date  and  reason  therefor; 

Sixth,  To  furnish,  previous  to  the  first  Monday  in  September 
in  each  year,  to  the  township  clerk  of  each  township  in  the  county, 
a  list  of  all  persons  legally  authorized  to  teach  in  the  county  at 
large  and  in  such  township,  with  the  date  and  term  of  each  cer- 
tificate, and  if  any  have  been  suspended  or  revoked,  the  date  of 
such  saspension  or  revocation; 

Seventh,  To  visit  each  of  the  schools  in  his  county  at  least 
once  each  year  and  to  examine  carefully  the  discipline,  the  mode     1 
of  instruction,  and  the  progress  and  proficiency  of  the  pupils : 
Provided,  That  in  case  the  secretary  is  unable  to  visit  all  the  ProriM.

Ninth,  To  note  the  condition  of  the  school-houses  and  the  ap- 
purtenances thereto,  and  to  suggest  plans  for  new  houses  to  be 
erected,  and  for  warming  and  ventilating  the  same,  and  for  the 
general  improvement  of  school-houses  and  grounds ; 

Tenth,  To  promote  by  such  means  as  he  may  devise,  subject 
to  the  advice  of  the  board  of  school  examiners,  the  improvement  ^ 
of  the  schools  in  his  county  and  the  elevation  of  the  character 
and  qualifications  of  the  teachers  and  officers  thereof  ; 

Eleventh,  To  receive  the  duplicate  annual  report  of  the  several 
boards  of  school  inspectors,  examine  into  the  correctness  of  the 
same,  requiring  them  to  be  amended  when  necessary,  endorse  his 
approval  upon  them,  and  immediately  thereafter,  and  before  the 
first  d^y  of  November  in  each  year,  transmit  to  the  Superintendent 
of  Pablic  Instruction  one  copy  of  each  of  said  reports,  and  file  the 
other  copy  in  the  office  of  the  county  clerk ; 

Twelfth,  To  be  subject  to  such  instructions  and  rules  as  the 
Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  may  prescribe,  to  receive  all 
Uanks  and  communications  that  may  be  sent  to  him  by  the  Su- 
perintendent of  Public  Instruction,  and  to  dispose  of  the  same  as

&t  the  close  of  the  school  year  to  the  Superintendent  of  Public  In- 
^ruction  of  the  official  labor  perf  ormfed  by  the  board  of  school 
examiners,  and  by  himself,  and  of  the  general  condition  and  man- 
agement of  the  schools  of  the  county,  together  with  such  other 
vufoimation  as  may  be  required  of  him  ; 
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Thirteenth,  To  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  required 
of  him  by  law^  or  the  board  of  school  examiners^  and  at  the  close 
of  his  term  of  office  to  deliver  all  records^  books  and  papers  be- 
longing to  his  office  to  the  board  of  examiners. 

(§135.)  Sec.  10.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  chairman  of  the 
board  of  school  inspectors  of  each  township:

The  secretary  of  the  board  of  examiners  may  be  removed  for  like  Homoyaiof 
causes  by  the  members  of  the  board  of  examiners  selected  by  the  •®^"*^'^- 
township  chairmen,  acting  jointly  with  the  judge  of  probate;  but 
no  member  of  such  board  of  school  examiners,  nor  the  secretary, 
shall  be  removed  from  office  without  an  opportunity  to  answer  to 
the  charges  made  against  him,  and  all  such  charges  shall  be  made 
in  writing.

All  schools  which  by  special  enactment  may  have  a  scboois  exempt 
district  board  authorized  to  inspect  and  grant  certificates  to  the  of**Su^St****°* 
teachers  employed  by  the  same  shall  be  exempt  from  the  provis- 
ions of  this  chapter  as  to  the  examination  and  licensing  of 
teachers.  The  officers  of  every  school  district  which  is  or  shall 
hereafter  be  organized  in  whole  or  in  part  in  any  incorporated 
city  in  this  State,  where  no  special  enactments  shall  exist  in  re- 
gard to  the  licensing  of  teachers,  shall  have  power  to  examine 
and  license,  or  cause  to  be  examined  and  licensed,  or  may  require 
the  county  board  of  examiners  to  examine  and  license,  teachers 
for  such  district,  and  such  license  shall  be  valid  not  to  exceed 
three  years.

AN  AOT  to  amend  section  fifty-seven  of  chapter  one  hnndred 
and  seventy-six  of  the  compiled  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and 
seventy-one^  relative  to  the  courts  of  chancery^  as  amended  by 
the  several  acts  amendatory  thereof,  and  being  compiler's  sec- 
tion six  thousand  six  hundred  and  forty-seven  of  HowelPs 
Annotated  Statutes. 

Sbctiok  1.  The  Peoph  of  the  State  of  Michigan  enact,  That 
section  fifty-seven  of  chapter  one  hundred  and  seventy-six  of 
the  compiled  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-one,  relative 
to  the  courts  of  chancery,  as  amended  by  the  several  acts  amend- 
atory thereof,  and  being  compiler's  section  six  thousand  six 
hundred  and  forty-seven  of  Howell's  Annotated  Statutes,  be 
amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows : 

(§6647.)  Sec.  57.  Either  party  to  a  cause  in  chancery  shall 
have  the  right  to  an  examination  of  all  the  witnesses  in  the  case 
in  open  court  as  in  a  suit  at  law,  if  within  ten  days  after  the 
cause  is  at  issue  he  gives  notice  in  writing  to  the  opposite  party 
of  his  intention  to  claim  such  right,  in  which  case  no  commis- 
sioner shall  issue  a  commission,  nor  examination  of  witnesses 
be  had  before  a  circuit  court  commissioner,  but  the  case  shall  be 
heard  in  its  course  on  the  calendar,  by  examination  of  witnesses 
in  open  court,  unless  the  court,  on  cause  shown,  shall  otherwise 
direct,  as  in  a  suit  at  law,  and  either  party  shall  also  be  entitled 
to  the  right  to  a  jury,  to  be  demanded  in  the  same  manner  as  in 
a  suit  at  law,  and  the  verdict  of  such  jury  on  any  question  of 
fact  shall  have  the  same  force  and  effect  in  the  circuit  [court]  in 
chancery,  and  in  the  supreme  court  on  appeal,  as  the  verdict  of  a 
jury  in  an  action  at  law.  Whenever  a  jury  is  demanded,  as  afore- 
said, an  issue  or  issues  shall  be  framed  under  the  direction  of 
the  court,  if,  in  the  opinion  of  the  court,  such  issue  shall  be  neces- 
sary to  be  submitted  to  such  jury,  and  in  all  cases  of  trial  in  open 
court,  whether  with  or  without  a  jury,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
court  trying  said  cause  to  rule  upon  all  questions  of  admissibility 
of  testimony  in  the  same  manner  and  with  the  like  effect  as  in  a 
suit  at  law :  Providedy  That  if  such  notice  of  trial  in  open  court 
shall  not  be  given  in  manner  aforesaid,  a  commission  may  be 
issued  and  the  testimony  taken  before  a  circuit  court  commis- 
sioner, as  provided  by  the  rules  and  practice  of  said  court :  And 
provided  further.  That  in  case  any  cause  in  chancery  shall  be 
tried  in  open  court,  either  party  shall  be  entitled  to  make  and 
settle  a  case,  setting  forth  the  evidence  at  largo  before  the  judge 
who  tried  the  same,  at  such  time  and  in  such  manner  as  said 
judge  shall  direct,  or  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  the  rules  of  said 
court,  and  such  cause  being  made  and  filed  within  sixty  days 
after  the  entry  of  the  final  order,  or  decree  therein,  the  same 
shall  be  deemed  to  be  the  evidence  and  proceedings  therein,  to

That  in  case  the  cause  shall  have  been  tried  by  settiiDg  acMe 
a  jury  on  demand  of  either  of  the  parties,  either  party  shall  in  J? uw"®'^°'^ 
like  manner  be  entitled  to  make  and  settle  a  case  as  provided  in 
this  section,  and  it  shall  not  be  necessary  to  set  forth  in  such 
case  all  the  testimony  given  upon  such  trial,  but  only  so  much 
thereof  as  may  be  necessary  to  a  clear  understanding  of  the  ques- 
tions of  law  arising  therein :  And  provided  further,   That  the  Extension  of 
circuit  court  in  which  the  case  shall  have  been  tried,  or  the  judge  **°^' 
thereof,  shall  have  power,  on  special  motion  and  proper  showing, 
to  ^ant  an  extension  of  the  time  for  making  and  filing  such  case 
for  a  period  not  exceeding  three  months  from  and  after  the  date 
of  the  entry  of  such  decree  or  final  order,  and  upon  the  case  so  Appeal.

It  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  county  clerk  of  each  county  in  this  State  to 
record  in  a  book  fco  be  proyided  by  the  county,  the  affidavit  (or 
sworn  statement)  of  every  physician  practicing  in  said  county.

lege and  the  date  of  graduation.  Such  list  shall  be  returned  by 
the  supervisor  to  the  township,  village,  or  city  clerk,  and  by  the 
clerk  recorded  in  the  book  in  which  are  kept  the  records  of  the 
local  board  of  health,  and  annually  on  or  before  the  first  day  of 
January  such  clerks  shall  furnish  certified  lists  of  the  same  to  the 
secretary  of  the  State  Board  of  Health.

of  [or]  piece  of  land  not  exceeding  one  quarter  section,  or,  if  within 
any  incorporated  city  or  village,  not  exceeding  the  lot  or  lots  upon 
which  such  improvements  are  made  at  the  time  such  labor  was 
commenced  or  such  materials  were  commenced  to  be  furnished, 
subject  to  the  provisions  of  section  ten  of  this  act:  Provided^

AN  ACT  to  allow  the  commitmeiit  and  detention  of  female  chil- 
dren to  the  House  of  the  Good  Shepherd  at  Detroit. 

Sbotion  1.  The  People  of  the  State  of  Michigan  enact,  That 
the  police  justices  of  the  city  of  Detroit,  and  the  justices  of  the 
peace  of  any  township  of  the  county  of  Wayne,  and  the  recorder's 
court  of  the  city  of  Detroit  shall  each  have  the  power  on  conviction 
of  any  offense  for  which  a  girl  may  be  sent  to  the  State  Industrial 
Home  for  Girls,  when  requested  by  the  parent  [parents]  or  guardian 
of  any  girl  over  the  age  of  seven  years  and  under  the  age  of  seven- 
teen years,  to  commit  her  to  imprisonment  in  the  House  of  the 
Good  Shepherd  of  the  city  of  Detroit  for  the  like  period  as  by 
law  such  girls  may  be  committed  to  the  State  Industrial  Home 
for  Girls  or  House  of  Correction.  In  all  cases,  except  in  said 
recorder's  court,  such  commitment  shall  be  approved  by  a  circuit 
or  probate  judge  of  the  county  of  Wayne  before  the  same  shall 
be  executed,  and  such  approval  shall  be  endorsed  by  the  judge  bo 
approving  of  the  same  upon  the  warrant  of  commitment.  And  in 
all  such  cases  of  persons  committed  the  persons  in  charge  of  the 
House  of  the  Good  Shepherd  shall  have  authority,  whenever  in

AN  ACT  to  provide  for  the  publication  of  names  and  postoffioe 
addresses  [address]  of  ex-soldiers,  sailors  and  marines  living  in 
the  State  of  Michigan,  and  to  make  an  appropriation  therefor. 

Seoxiok  1.  The  People  of  the  State  of  Michigan  enact.  That 
the  supervisor  in  each  township  and  the  supervisor  or  assessor  of 
any  ward  or  city  therein,  in  this  State,  shall  make  and  deliver  to 
the  county  clerk  of  their  respective  counties  at  the  time  of  mak- 
ing their  annual  assessment  in  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and 
eighty-eight  a  corrected  list  of  all  persons  who  served  in  the 
United  States  army,  naVy  or  marine  corps,  volunteer  or  regular, 
during  the  war  of  the  rebellion,  giving  name  in  full,  and  desig- 
nating the  rank,  company,  regiment',  battery  or  vessel  in  which 
they  served,  respectively,  as  shown  by  papers  in  his  possession, 
showing  in  e&ch  case  the  State  that  the  soldier  entered  the  service 
from  and  their  present  postoffice  address,  which  several  lists  shall 
be  returned  to  the  county  clerks  who  shall,  on  or  before  the  first 
day  of  November,  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-eight,  certify  to 
the  Adjutant  General  a  true  copy  of  said  lists,  alphabetically  ar- 
ranged, for  which  true  copy  the  county  clerk  shall  receive  the 
sum  of  two  cents  for  each  name  so  returned,  to  be  paid  by  the 
county  in  which  said  [such]  certified  copy  is  made,  which  shall  be  hifl 
compensation  in  full  for  all  services  required  of  him  by  this  act: 
Provided,  That  in  the  city  of  Detroit. the  duties  required  by  this 
act  to  be  performed  by  supervisors  and  assessors  shall  be  performed 
by  persons  appointed  by  the  common  council  for  that  purpose;

The  executor  or  administrator  shall  reserve  and  retain  from 
the  proceeds  of  such  sale  the  sum  of  fifteen  hundred  dollars  for 
the  benefit  of  the  widow  or  family  of  the  deceased,  as  the  case 
may  be,  and  shall  apply  the  remainder,  so  far  as  the  same  shall 
extend,  or  so  far  as  the  same  shall  be  necessary,  in  payment  of 
the  debts  of  the  deceased,  and  the  expenses  of  administering 
his  estate.     The  sum  so  reserved  and  retained  by  the  executor  or 
administrator  shall  be  invested  by  the  executor  or  administrator, 
with  the  approval  of  the  probate  judge,  either  in  the  purchase  of 
a  new  homestead,  or  in  proper  securities  for  the  benefit  of  the 
widow  or  family  of  the  deceased,   as  may  seem  best,   and  the 
same,  or  the  property  or  securities  in  which  it  shall  be  invested, 
shall  remain  exempt  from  the  payment  of   the  debts  of   the 
deceased  and  the  expense  of  administering  his  estate  in  like 
manner  as  a  legal  homestead  of  the  deceased,  had  he  left  one, 
would  have  remained  exempt,  and  shall  finally  descend  according 
to  the  laws  of  this  State  governing  the  descent  of  real  property.

AN  ACT  making  an  appropriation  of  State  swamp  land  for  the 
purpose  of  cleaning,  dredging,  and  clearing  out  the  south 
branch  of  Black  Creek,  in  the  township  of  Eggleston,  and  also 
the  township  and  county  drains  in  the  township  of  Moorland, 
in  Muskegon  county,  and  directing  the  Board  of  Gontrol  of 
State  Swamp  Lands  to  construct  the  same. 
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SscrriOK  1.  The  People  of  the  State  of  Michigan  enacty  That  AppropHation 
for  the  purpose  of  aiding  in  improving  the  south  branch  of  Black  ^JJ^f "*'*'*'■ 
Creek,  in  the  township  of  Eggleston  and  county  of  Muskegon, 
and  for  the  purpose  of  aiding  in  improving  the  township  and 
county  drains  in  the  township  of  Moorland,  in  said  county  of 
Muskegon,  and  opening,  widening,  and  deepening  the  same,  to 
the  end  that  the  large  territory  now  periodically  submerged  may 
be  leclaimed,  and  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  adjacent  lands 
improved,  there  shall  be  and  hereby  is  appropriated  sixteen  sec- 
tions of  swamp  land  in  the  Lower  Peninsula  of  this  State  in 
market,  and  the  same  shall  be  expended  by  order  of  the  Board  of 
Control  of  State  Swamp  Lands  under  the  provisions  of  act  number 
one  hundred  and  seventeen  of  the  public  acts  of  eighteen  hundred 
fifty-nine,  and  the  acts  amendatory  thereto,  except  as  herein  other- 
wise provided. 

Sec.  2.  Said  lands,  or  any  part  or  parts  thereof  when  selected,  Lands  ahaii  be 
shall  be  withheld  from  sale  from  and  after  the  time  said  town-  Mie^from  and^ 
ships,  their  assigns  or  their  contractor  or  contractors,  his  or  their  J/^^.*^'^**" 
assigns  under  this  act,  respectively,  shall  notify  the  Oommissioner 
of  the  State  Land  Office  of  the  selection  of  the  same,  or  any  such 
part  or  parts,  and  shall  be  withheld  for  the  entire  time  fixed  by 
this  act  for  the  completion  of  the  work.     Upon  the  filing  with  wnen  lands  to 
the  said  Commissioner  of  the  State  Land  Office  the  certificate  of  ^n^tSSS?feu. 
the  commissioner  who  shall  be  appointed  under  this  act,  that 
one-half  of  said  work  in  either  of  said  townships  is  completed, 
one-half  of  said  lands  hereby  appropriated  to  such  townships 
shall  be  patented  to  the  contractor  or  contractors  for  such  town- 
ships under  this  act.

court  of  the  county  of  Muskegon  for  the  appointment  of  a  com- 
missioner under  this  act  to  superintend  the  construction  of  the 
work  herein  provided  for,  and  perform  such  other  duties  as  may 
devolve  upon  him  by  virtue  of  this  act.     It  shall  be  sufficient  in 
said  petition  to  refer  to  this  act  by  date  of  approval  and  title  for 
a  description  of  the  work  for  the  construction  of  which  said 
commissioner  is  petitioned  to  be  appointed.    The  court  to  whom 
such  application  is  made  shall  at  once  issue  an  order  directing  all 
persons  interested  in  said  petition  and  the  work  provided  for  by 
this  act  to  appear  before  such  court  at  a  time  and  place  therein 
to  be  specified,  not  less  than  two  or  more  than  four  weeks  from 
the  time  of  making  such  order,  to  show  cause  why  such  commis- 
sioner should  not  be  appointed  and  be  heard  with  reference  to 
the  appointment  of  the  same.

I7m  People  of  the  State  of  Michigan  enact,  That 
associations  of  merchants,  grocers  and  traders  may  be  formed  and 
incorporated  for  the  purpose  of  mutual  pr  itection  against  sellers 
of  impure  goods,  for  the  social  improvement  of  their  members 
and  for  all  legitimate  improvements  in  the  business  of  wholesale 
and  retail  trades. 

Sbo.  2.  Any  ten  or  more  residents  of  this  State,  who  are  mer- 
chants, traders  or  dealers  in  dry  goods,  groceries,  meats  or  prod- 
uce, may  form  themselves  into  a  corporation  and  subscribe 
articles  to  that  effect  similar  to  like  associations  heretofore  pro- 
vided for  by  law.  Such  articles  shall  be  made  in  duplicate,  one 
copy  to  be  filed  with  the  Secretary  of  State,  another  to  be  filed 
with  the  county  clerk  of  the  county  where  said  incorporators 
reside,  and  shall  state :

The  People  of  the  State  of  Michigan  enact,  If  at 
any  political  primary  election  held  by  any  political  party,  organi- 
zation or  association  in  this  State,  any  person  shall  falsely  per- 
sonate and  vote  under  the  name  of  any  other  person,  or  shall 
intentionally  vote  without  the  right  to  do  so  at  such  primary,  or 
shall  fraudulently  and  wrongfully  conceal  or  destroy  ballots  cast, 
or  in  any  manner  intentionally  and  wrongfully  deposit  ballots  in 
the  ballot-box,  or  take  them  therefrom,  or  shall  commit  any  other 
fraud  or  wrong,  tending  to  defeat  or  affect  the  result  of  the  elec- 
tion, he  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor. 

Sbc.  2.  The  presiding  officer  and  inspectors  at  any  such  elec- 
tion shall,  before  entering  upon  their  duties,  severally  sign  and

The  People  of  the  State  of  Michigan  enacts  That 
section  three  of  act  number  seventy-eight  of  the  session  laws  of 
eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-three,  entitled  ^^An  act  to  anthorize 
the  incorporation  of  manufacturers'  mutual  lire  insurance  com- 
panies,''  approved  May  ten,  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-three, 
be  amended,  and  four  new  sections  added  to  said  act  to  be  desig- 
nated as  sections  seventeen,  eighteen,  nineteen,  twenty,  said  sec- 
tions respectively  to  read  as  follows: 

Seo.  3.    The  persons  so  associating,  after  having  filed   the 
statement  and  published  the  notice  as  aforesaid,  may  open  books 
to  receive  propositions,  and  enter  into  agreement  in  manner  here- 
after specified  and  in  accordance  with  the  articles  of  association 
of  said  corporation:   Provided,  however,   That  insurance  com- 
panies organized  as  aforesaid,  shall  not  commence  business  until 
such  company  shall  be  possessed  of  not  less  than  sixty  thousand 
dollars  in  premiums,  upon  which  not  less  than  nine  thousand 
dollars  shall  have  been  paid  in  cash,  aiid  the  remainder  in  notes 
or  agreements  of  solvent  parties,  founded  on  actual  and  bona  fide- 
applications  for  insurance.     Such  notes  or  agreements  may  be 
for  any  amount  deemed  adequate  by  the  directors  of  such  com- 
pany, but  in  no  event  shall  any  note  taken  by  such  company,.

Section  1.  The  People  of  the  State  of  Michigan  enact.  That 
section  eight  thousand  two  hundred  and  eighteen  [8218]  of  How- 
ell^s  Annotated  Statutes,  being  section  six  thousand  six  hundred 
and  thirty  [6630]  of  the  compiled  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and 
seventy-one,  as  amended  by  act  number  sixty-thren  [63]  of  the

That 
in  all  townships,  cities  and  villages  of  this  State  there  sUl^ll 
be  paid  annually  the  following  tax  upon  the  business  of  mann- 
facturing,  selling  or  keeping  for  sale,  by  all  persons  whose  bad- 
ness, in  whole  or  in  part,  consists  in  selling  or  keeping  for  sale,  or 
manufacturing  distilled  or  brewed  or  malt  liquors  or  mixed 
liquors,  as  follows :  Upon  the  business  of  selling  or  offering  for 
sale  spirituous  or  intoxicating  liquors,  or  mixed  liquors  by  retail, 
or  any  mixture  or  compound,  excepting  proprietary  patent  medi- 
cines, which  in  wbole  or  in  part  consist  of  spirituous  or  intoxica- 
ting liquors,  and  any  malt,  brewed,  or  fermented  liquors,  five  hun- 
dred dollars  per  annum ;  upon  the  business  of  selling  only  brewed 
or  malt  liquors  at  wholesale  or  retail,  or  at  wholesale  and  retail, 
three  hundred  dollars  per  annum ;  upon  the  business  of  selling 
spirituous  or  intoxicating  liquors  at  wholesale,  five  hundred  dollars; 
or  at  wholesale  and  retail,  eight  hundred  dollars  per  annum; 
upon  the  business  of  manufacturing  brewed  or  malt  liquors  for 
sale,  sixty-five  dollars  per  annum ;  upon  the  business  of  manufac- 
turing for  sale  spirituous  or  intoxicating  liquors,  eight  hundred 
dollars  per  annum.  No  person  paying  a  tax  on  spirituous  or 
intoxicating  liquors  under  this  act  shall  be  liable  to  pay  any  tax 
on  the  sale  of  malt,  brewed  or  fermented  liquors.

Betail  dealers  of  spirituous  or  intoxicating  liquors, 
and  brewed,  malt  and  fermented  liquors,  shall  be  held  and  deemed 
to  include  all  persons  who  sell  any  of  such  liquors  by  the  drink,  and 
in  quantities  of  three  gallons  or  less,  or  one  dozen  quart  bottles 
or  less,  at  any  one  time,  to  any  person  or  persons.

Section  1.  The  People  of  the  State  of  Michigan  enact.  That 
in  all  townships,  cities  and  villages  of  this  State  there  slfkll 
be  paid  annually  the  following  tax  upon  the  business  of  manu- 
facturing, selling  or  keeping  for  sale,  by  all  persons  whose  busi- 
ness, in  whole  or  in  parr.,  consists  in  selling  or  keeping  for  sale,  or 
manufacturing  distilled  or  brewed  or  malt  liquors  or  mixed 
liquors,  as  follows :  Upon  the  business  of  selling  or  offering  for 
s^e  spirituous  or  intoxicating  liquors,  or  mixed  liquors  by  retail, 
or  any  mixture  or  compound,  excepting  proprietary  patent  medi- 
cines, which  in  whole  or  in  part  consist  of  spirituous  or  intoxica- 
ting liquors,  and  any  malt,  brewed,  or  fermented  liquors,  five  hun- 
dred dollars  per  annum ;  upon  the  business  of  selling  only  brewed 
or  malt  liquors  at  wholesale  or  retail,  or  at  wholessde  and  retail, 
three  hundred  dollars  per  annum;  upon  the  business  of  selling 
spirituous  or  intoxicating  liquors  at  wholesale,  five  hundred  dollars; 
or  at  wholesale  and  retail,  eight  hundred  dollars  per  annnm; 
upon  the  business  of  manufacturing  brewed  or  malt  liquors  for 
sale,  sixty-five  dollars  per  annum ;  upon  the  business  of  manufac- 
turing for  sale  spirituous  or  intoxicating  liquors,  eight  hundred 
dollars  per  annum.  No  person  paying  a  tax  on  spirituous  or 
intoxicating  liquors  under  this  act  shall  be  liable  to  pay  any  tax 
on  the  sale  of  malt,  brewed  or  fermented  liquors.  No  person  pay- 
ing a  manufacturer's  tax  on  brewed  or  malt  liquors  under  this 
act  shall  be  liable  to  pay  a  wholesale  dealer's  tax  on  the  same. 

Sec.  2.  Betail  dealers  of  spirituous  or  intoxicating  liquors, 
and  brewed,  malt  and  fermented  liquors,  shall  be  held  and  deemed 
to  include  all  persons  who  sell  any  of  such  liquors  by  the  drink,  and 
in  quantities  of  three  gallons  or  less,  or  one  dozen  quart  bottles 
or  less,  at  any  one  time,  to  any  person  or  persons.  Wholesale 
dealers  shall  be  held  and  deemed  to  mean  and  include  all  persons 
who  sell  or  offer  for  sale  such  liquors  and  beverages  in  quantities  of 
more  than  three  gallons,  or  more  than  one  dozen  quart  bottles,  at 
any  one  time,  to  any  person  or  persons.  No  tax  imposed  under 
this  act  shall  be  required  from  any  person  for  selling  any  wine 
or  cider  made  from  fruits  grown  or  gathered  in  this  State,  unless 
such  wine  or  cider  be  sold  by  the  drink  as  other  beverages  are. 

Sec.  3.  The  penal  provisions  of  this  act  shall  not  apply  to 
druggists  who  sell  liquors  for  chemical,  scientific,  medicinal, 
mechanical,  or  sacramental  purposes  only,  and  in  strict  compli- 
ance with  laWe  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  druggist,  nor  for 
any  person  whose  business  consists  in  whole  or  in  part  of  the  sale  of 
drugs  and  medicines,  directly  or  indirectly,  by  himself,  his  clerk, 
agent  or  servant,  at  any  time,  to  sell,  furnish,  give,  or  deliver, 
any  spirituous,  malt,  brewed,  fermented,  or  vinous  liquor,  or  any 
mixed  liquor,  a  part  of  which  is  spirituous,  malt,  brewed,  fer- 
mented or  vinous,  to  a  minor,  except  for  medicinal  or

on,  a  sum  equal  to  the  amount  of  the  bond  over  and  above  all

Sbg.  23.  Whenever  complaint  shall  be  made  to  any  justice  of 
the  peace,  or  police  justice,  of  any  violation  of  any  of  the  provisions 
of  this  act  he  shall  not  require  security  for  costs  to  be  given,  but 
shall  take  the  complaint  and  examination  of  the  witnesses  as  in 
other  cases,  and  if  the  offense  appears  to  have  been  oommitted 
he  shall  issue  his  warrant  for  the  arrest  of  the  offender,  and  shall 
notify  the  prosecuting  attorney,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  appear 
and  prosecute  the  same.

Sbc.  25.  If  any  person  shall  adulterate  any  spirituous  or  alco- 
holic liquors  used  or  intended  for  drink  by  mixing  the  same  in 
the  manufacture  or  preparation  thereof,  or  by  process  of  rectify- 
ing, or  otherwise,  with  any  deleterious  drug,  substance,  or  liquid, 
which  is  poisonous  or  injurious  to  health,  except  as  hereinafter 
provided,  or  if  any  person  shall  sell,  or  offer  to  sell,  any  wine,  or 
spirituous,  or  alcoholic  liquors,  or  shall  import  into  this  State  any 
wine  or  spirituous  or  intoxicating  liqnors,  and  sell  or  offer  for  sale 
such  liquors,  knowing  the  same  to  be  adulterated,  or  shall  sell  or 
offer  to  sell  any  spirituous  or  intoxicating  liquors  from  any  barrel, 
cask  or  other  vessel  containing  the  same,  and  not  branded  as  here- 
inafter provided,  he  shall  1^  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor, 
and  upon  conviction  thereof  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  not  ex- 
ceeding five  hundred  dollars,  nor  less  than  fifty  dollars,  and  shall 
be  imprisoned  in  the  jail  of  the  county  not  more  than  six  months^ 
nor  less  than  ten  days.

All  acts  or  parts  of  acts  in  any  wise  contravening  or 
inconsistent  with  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act  are  hereby 
repealed :    Provided,  however,  That  all  suits  or  actions  pending 
under  any  law  in  force  at  the  date  this  act  takes  effect,  whether 
on  behalf  of  the  people  of  this  State  or  any  person  or  persons^ 
may  be  prosecuted  to  final  judgment,  and  such  judgment  enforced 
in  like  manner  and  with  the  same  effect  as  though  this  act  were 
not  passed;  and  all  rights  of  action  accrued  to  said  people  or  any 
person  or  persons  under  any  existing  law  are  hereby  preserved 
and  saved  and  excepted  from  the  operation  and  effect  of  this  act^ 
and  the  same  may  be  prosecuted,  sued  for  and  recovered  in  like 
manner  and  to  the  same  extent  as  might  be  done  if  this  act  were 
not  passed:    And  provided  further.  That  this  act  shall  not  be 
operative,  except  as  to  druggists,  in  any  county  in  this  State  that 
shall  have  prohibited  the  manufacture  and  sale  of  the  liquors 
mentioned  in  this  act  in  any  manner  now  or  that  shall  be  pro- 
vided by  law  while  such  prohibition  is  in  force.

The  manufacture,  gif t^  or  sale  of  spirituous,  malt,  or  vinous  liq- 
uors in  this  State,  except  for  medicinal,  mechanical,  chemical,  or  scientific 
purposes,  is  prohibited,  and  no  property  rights  in  such  spirituous,  malt  or 
vinous  liquors  shall  be  deemed  to  exist,  except  the  right  to  manufacture  or 
fiell  for  medicinal,  mechanical,  chemical,  or  scientific  purposes  under  sach 
restrictions  and  regulations  as  may  be  provided  by  law.  The  legislature 
«hall  enact  laws  with  suitable  penalties  for  the  suppression  of  the  manufact- 
ure, sale,  and  keeping  for  sale  or  gift  of  intoxicating  liquors  except  as  herein 
specified ;  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  the  said  proposition  shall  be  submitted  to  the  electors  of 
this  State  at  the  next  spring  election,  to  take  place  on  the  first  Monday  in 
April,  A.  D.  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-seven,  and  the  Secretary  of  State 
is  hereby  required  to  give  notice  of  the  same  to  the  sheriffs  of  the  several

Whereas,  Pensions  granted  should  be  commensurate  with*  the  period  of 
disability  without  regard  to  the  time  of  filing  such  application ;  therefore, 
be  it 

Resolved  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  State  of  Michi- 
gaUy  That  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  be  requested  to  repeal  so  much 
of  the  pension  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-nine  as  relates  to  the 
arrears  limit,  and  that  the  act  be  so  amended  as  to  remove  the  limit  altogether; 
and  further,  that  the  laws  be  so  amended  as  to  grant  pensions  to  survivors  of

The  judges  of  the  circuit  courts  shall  receive  an  annual  salary 
of  twenty-five  hundred  dollars ;  the  Governor  an  annual  salary  of  five  thou- 
sand dollars ;  the  State  Treasurer  an  annual  salary  of  twenty-five  hundred  dol- 
lars ;  the  Secretary  of  State  an  annual  salary  of  twenty-five  hundred  dollars ; 
the  Commissioner  of  the  Land  Office  an  annual  salary  of  twenty-five  hun- 
dred dollars ;  the  Attorney  General  an  annual  salary  of  three  thousand  dol- 
lars; the  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  an  annual  salary  of  twenty- 
five  hundred  dollars,  payable  in  the  same  manner  as  that  in  which  such 
salaries  have  heretofore  been  paid. 

Be  it  further  resolved,  That  said  amendment  shall  be  submitted  to  the 
people  of  this  State  at  the  next  spring  election,  on  the  first  Monday  of  April

dred and  seventy-six,  and  dated  January  seventh,  eighteen  hundred  and 
eighty-six. 

Whereas,  On  January  seventh,  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-six,  Hon. 
W.  T.  Price,  of  Wisconsin,  introduced  in  the  House,  House  bill  number  two 
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thousand  seven  hundred  and  seyenty-siz,  which  was  referred  to  the  House 
committee  on  judiciary;  and  on  May  twenty-fourth,  eighteen  hundred  and 
eighty-six,  Hon.  Wade  Hampton,  of  South  Carolina,  introduced  in  the  Senate 
an  amendment  to  Senate  bill  ''to  adjust  certain  accounts  between  the  United 
States  and  Territories  and  the  District  of  Columbia  :^' 

''  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Secretary  of  the  Treasury  to  credit  to  each  State  and  Territory  of  the  United 
States  and  the  District  of  Columbia  a  sum  equal  to  all  collections  made  from 
said  States  and  Territories  and  the  District  of  Columbia  under  the  act  of 
Congress  approved  August  fifth,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-one,  and  the 
amendatory  acts  thereto,  with  such  additional  credits  as  under  said  act  they 
are  entitled  to  have  in  consequence  of  having  paid  any  portion  thereof  with- 
out expense  of  collection  to  the  United  States;  and  such  sums  also  as  have 
been  collected  from  lands  or  owners  thereof  under  supplemental  acts  on  any 
account  whatever. 

''Sbo.  2.  That  all  moneys  still  due  to  the  United  States  on  the  quota  of 
direct  tax  apportioned  by  section  eight  of  the  act  of  Congress  approved  Au- 
gust fifth,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-one,  are  hereby  remitted  and  relin- 
quished. 

*'Sbo.  3.  That  there  is  hereby  appropriated  out  of  any  money  in  the 
Treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated  such  sums  as  may  be  necessary  to  reim- 
burse each  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  the  Treasurer  of  the  United 
States  is  hereby  directed  to  pay  the  same :  Provided,  That  when  the  same, 
or  any  part  thereof,  credited  to  any  State, Territory,  or  the  District  of  Columbia 
have  been  collected  from  any  citizen  thereof,  either  directly  or  by  sale,  re-sale 
oi*  lease  of  property,  such  sums  shall  be  held  in  trust  by  such  State,  Territory 
or  District  of  Columbia  for  the  benefit  of  those  of  its  citizens  from  whom  it 
was  collected,  or  their  legal  representatives." 

Whereas,  The  foregoing  bill  provides  that  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury 
shall  credit  each  State  with  the  amount  of  money  assessed  against  it  for 
direct  taxes  under  the  act  of  August  fifth,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-one; 

Whereas,  The  effect  of  the  passage  by  Congress  of  said  bill  will  be  to  re- 
fund to  those  States  which  have  paid  the  amounts  of  such  assessments  to  the 
extent  of  the  sums  by  them  so  paid,  and  to  release  those  States  which  have 
not  paid  from  hereafter  paying  all  said  taxes,  and  also  from  all  future  liabil- 
ity to  pay  the  same.  Whilst  the  right  of  the  general  government  to  raise 
revenue  by  direct  taxation  is  unquestioned,  it  is  patent  that  this  direct  tax 
was  in  the  nature  of  an  enforced  loan,  and  it  was  made  in  this  form  only 
because  it  was  required  to  meet  the  great  exigency  then  upon  the  country; 
and 

Whereas,  Several  of  the  States  now  owe  the  general  governmenj6  from  a 
quarter  to  a  half  million  dollars  each  on  account  of  this  direct  tax,  while 
others  have  paid  their  full  quota;  therefore. 

Be  it  resolved  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives,  That  our  Sen- 
ators and  Representatives  in  Congress  be  requested  to  urge  the  passage  of  the 
bill  hereinbefore  referred  to,  and  use  their  best  endeavors  to  secure  to  the 
State  the  amount  paid  to  the  United  States  by  this  forced  tax.

Resolved  hy  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  State  of  Michi- 
gan, That  the  following  amendment  to  the  constitution  of  this  State  be  and 
the  same  is  hereby  proposed,  that  is  to  say,  that  section  six  of  article  six  of 
said  constitution  be  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows : 

Sbctioj^  6.  The  State  shall  be  divided  into  judicial  circuits,  in  each  of 
which  the  electors  thereof  shall  elect  one  circuit  judge,  who  sbaU  hold  hiffi 
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office  for  the  term  of  six  years,  and  until  his  snccessor  is  elected  and  qualified. 
The  legislature  may  provide  for  the  election  of  more  than  one  circuit  judgo 
in  the  judicial  circuit  in  which  the  city  of  Detroit  is  or  may  be  situated,  and 
in  the  judicial  circuit  in  which  th^  county  of  Saginaw  is  or  may  be  situated. 
And  the  circuit  judge  or  judges  of  said  circuits,  in  addition  to  the  salary  pro- 
Tided  by  this  constitution,  shall  receive  from  their  respective  counties  such 
additional  salary  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  fixed  and  determined  by  the 
boards  of  supervisors  of  said  counties.  And  the  board  of  supervisors  of  each
